A charge brought against a poppy seller 
of causing a breach of the peace by striking 


a man in the view of a Civic: Guard at 
Camden street. last Saturday night, was 
marked ** cautioned” by the Justice, -who 


remarked that, since the man ran away after 
the incident and did not complain to the 
police, 11 was obvious that he had no wish 
to bring any charge against the vendor. 

The accused was Mrs. Mary Cassidy, of 
29 York street, a girl of seventeen years, 
married to a soldier of the Irish Free State 
Army. Pinned to her coat were two. large 
poppies and the official vendor’s badge. 

The police evidence "was to the effect that, 
with another girl, the accused was selling 
poppies in Camden street last Saturday 
night, when she was seen to strike a young 
man whom she had stopped. She struck 
the man twice in the face with her fist, and 
two women had to pull her away. A Guard 
went over, and the man who had been 
assaulted ran away. A large crowd gathered, 
and for some time traffic was “ held-up.”” 
When taken to Kevin Street Barracks the 


accused girl said that when she asked the 
man to buy a poppy he refused and made 
use of t emark. 


A FAINNE BADGE.

STOPPED BY DETECTIVES 
IN DUBLIN STREET.

A young man named George Mooney, with 
an address in. Fleet. street, was.remanded in 
the -Dublin District “Court yesterday on 
charges vf having ammunition in his room, 
and of being in possession of a land mine, a 
fully loaded Service revolver and. some 
ammunition, when accosted by the police in 
Harcourt street. on Saturday evening. He 
turned his back on the Court whol EE n 
inte the dock, and paid no attention to the 
proceedings. When remanded, he turned 
abruptly. and went down to the. cells with- 
out glancing right or left. 
he mine, revulver and ammunition. were 
produced in Court when the police evidence 
was taken. 
Detective Lane told the Court that he was, 
with another officer, Detective Coughlan, in 
Harcourt street, between eight and nine 
o'clock on Saturday night, when they saw 
the accused man going in the direction of the 
railway station with a parcel on his left arm. 
The left side of his clothing appeared. rather 
bulky. . They stopped him and asked him 
where. he was going. . He. said that he was 
bound for a house in Adelaide road. 


SAID IT WAS CLOTHES. 
Asked then what was in the parcel which 
he was .carrying, he said that it contained 
clothes. 
“I took the parcel from him,” said the 
witness, “and it seemed. very heavy. 1 
said : ‘ This is very heavy for clothes,’ but 
he made no reply.” 
Detective Coughlan then searched the 
accused man and took a parce] out of the 
outside pocket. of his inner coat; “When 
asked what was in this parcel, the accused 
man said that ‘‘it might be collars.” 

When opened, the parcel was found to 
contain a .45 revolver of a heavy type, fully 
loaded. There were in the parcel, in addi- 
tion, six rounds of .45. ammunition. 


WHEN THE PARCEL WAS OPENED. 
The accused man, carrying the bigger 
parcel, was taken to the Castle. Here the 
parce] was opened, when it was found to 
contain a fully-charged land mine, detonated 
and ready for immediate use. 
When the charge was read over to him 
then Mooney said: ‘I only know 1 had two 
parcels when I was arrested.’’ 
On the charge, preferred later, of having 
ammunition in his house, he said: ‘‘] know 
about the empty shells. They are in the 
house for years. But I’m hanged if I know 
anything about the other stuff that was 
found in the house... 
Detective Coughlan gave similar evidence. 
Detective Downey gave evidence of search- 
ing the accused man’s house in Fleet street, 
and finding in a tin twenty rounds of .303 
blank ammunition, five rounds of .45 .wood- 
filled cartridges, four reunds of .45 refilled 
ammunition, and three empty cartridge shells. 
Superintendent Ennis, who examined the 
police witnesses, explained that some of the 
cartridges were filled with wood *‘ for demon- 
stration purposes—for practice in loading and 
unloading.’ The idea also was to make one 
‘‘ quick on the draw.”’ 


A VERY DESTRUCTIVE TYPE. 
Commandant Daniel Stapleton said that he 
examined the land miné, and found it to be 
of a very déstructive type. - Hé found a seven- 
eighth -inch stick of ‘gelignite embedded in 
what was now called Paxo, a very. powerful 
explosive. The mine was enclosed in a calico 
bag,. from the mouth of which protruded a 
trail. fuse about seven feet long. The fuse 
was. connected with a detonator fixed in the 
explosive. The detonator was of the general 
servige type, and was extremely sensitive. 
Superintendent Ennis—It was a very 
dangerous type of mine? 
Commandant Stapieton—It was capable cf 
causing immense.Joss of life and property.

When Mr. Budd, B.L.,; was about to.addxess 
the jury on behalf of the accused men, his 
lordship asked the jury if they would like to 
retire on a question as to whether they wished 
to hear counsel address them; because, said 
bis lordéhip, there Was fiot sufhcient evidence 
upou' which the. accused men could be com- 
mitted. He asked them, therefore, to retire 
to see if it was worth while under the eir- 
cumstances to hear. any .addresses from 
counsel. 
The jury, after a short space, announced 
through their foreman that their unanimous 
wish was to hear no more of the case. 
His Lordship.said that there might.be a 
little, danger. in’ the situation’ Mr... Ryan, 
State Solicitor, had sent him a book the 
other day, Sir Edward Marshall’s Biography, 
in whieh the writer said that he had pre- 
pared a speech for the House of Commons at 
one time. He was so full of his subject that 
he waited on ten different occasions to catch 
the Speaker’s eye, but failed, and at last he 
went home and delivered the speech to his 
wife. 

*“NOT GUILTY.” 
The accused men in the dock, said his lord- 
ship, were either innocent of the charges pre- 
ferred against them or. were the cleverest 
criminals who had ever been in that dock. 
They should, said his lordship, amidst 
laughter, go to Chicago.

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“THE SHORT RAINS.” 


A BRIDE'S ADVENTURE. 
ara Sraisihaimh 
(By T. H. HINKSON.) 


HIS is the time of the short rains in 
Kenya. They last till about ‘tho 
middle of November, and the gardens which 
have heen parched for so long are now being 
washed away. That is the way in Kenya. 
How one sighs during those parched 
months between the rains for the sight of 
a cloud, for the sound of water splashing ! 
There is no moderation in Africa, a country 
of extremes. There is no moderation in 
our gardens, where everything grows too 
quickly and dies as quickly. Life and 
death pursue each other and are always on 
each other’s heels in the bush. 

Three weeks ago the roads, which run all 
across Kenya in these days, were thick with 
dust—a dust that bore no relation to the 
dust we know at home. A car passing along 
one of these roads would be as completely 
hidden as in a thick fog. To-day, the rains 
have changed that, and the roads are 
seas of mud; and African mud baffles de- 
scription. So it was not altogether with a 
light heart that I set out at the beginning 
of the short rains on a motor journey from 
Nairobi to Rumuruti, a distance of about 
160 miles. I had two passengers—a coffee- 
planter, whose farm was at Rumuruti, and 
his bride, just out from England, who was 
having her first experience of the country 
that was to be her home. 

1 wonder what she made of it those 
first hours—if her heart sank a little and 
she thought regretfully of the roads and 
Janes of England. We had a business 
piling in the luggage which contained her 
trousseau, and in the midst of a strange 
variety of packages at the back of the car 
my native boy Moussa was stowed away. 
too. Moussa, who is an optimist and takes 
life as he finds it, smiled at me as he 
cisappenared under the packages. These 
things, as he knew from experience, were 
liable to happen when Bwanas went home. 
to England and came back bringing a 
memsahi!) with them. My own lugyaye 
was strictly utilitarian and limited. The 
sun avas shining when we left Nairobi 
about. eleven o'clock, but it had rained 
heavily Curing the night. The effoct of the 
sun on the wet road was excellent. It had 
baked it to a nice, hard crust, good for 
motoring, but a bit bumpy. The bride was 
delighted with the sunny morning, but her 
husband. and I looked nervously at the 
dark clouds gathering in front of us over 
the Kijabe escarpment. This afternoon 
we hoth knew we should have torrents of 
rain. There was all the more reason why 
we should make the most of the sunshine 
while it lasted. 


KIKUYU BOYS. 


We made the most of it, going swiftly 
out of Nairobi through the suburbs of 
pretty villas, which are fast growing up, 
and past the grey stone building of the 
Nairobi Club, and climbed the long tree 
clad escarpment to Kikuyu station with- 
out difficulty. After that there was un- 
dulating country, at times wooded, again 
open, till we arrived at the top of the 
Kijahe escarpment. As we drove we often 
met large herds of goats, with their shep- 
herds of little Kikuyu boys clad in skins 
and armed with sticks. Fivery small boy 
had a herd of his own, but I fear they were 
bad shepherds; for, as the car came in 
sight, they gave one wild look towards us 
and ran away into the bushes or behind 
trees, leaving the goats to their own de- 
vices. When we looked back we could see 
them peering nervously from their hiding 
places. Moussa, half-buried by the luggage, 
which had now shaken down comfortably, 
smiled a superior smile at the little boys’ 
alarm. 

At the top of the Kijabe escarpment we 
stopped for a moment to let the newcomer 
see the view, which is one of the finest in 
Eastern Africa, The great Rift valley lay 
beneath us, more than 2,000 feet of almost 
sheer drop. which made one giddy. On our 
Jeft was the extinct volcano of Longonot, 
and on the other side beautifully wooded 
hills. We descended the careful gradient 
and ran along the Rift valley. Here the 
road is of volcanic substance, and the sur- 
face is always good in wet or fine weather. 
At one o'clock we ran into Naivasha, a 
township and Government. station famous 
for its good wild-duck shooting. We had 
done the sixty miles from Nairobi in two 
hours, and only as we ran into Naivasha 
did the cloud, which I had been watching, 
break. It was a thunderstorm, and, like 
the mud and the dust, it bore no relation 
to the thunderstorms we know at home. 
We watched its progress comfortably from 
the Bell Inn while we enjoyed our lunch. 
I almost dared to hope that it was destined 
to be a fortunate journey when we came 
out, after our lunch, to find that the rain 
was over and the sun shining again. 


THE BEWITCHED ENGINE. 


I soon realised, however, that it was not 
to be easy going any more. We had gone 
only a few yard: when our car skidded on 
the wet and slippery road, and turned com- 
pletely round as though it were going back 
to Naivasha. It did this four times during 
the forty miles Journey to Nakuru. Moussa 
thought that a devil was in the engine. 
and the young woman thought that I was 
ee ata tricks for her benefit, but her 

insband did not like it any more than 1 
did. At four we got to Nakuru, filled up 
with petrol, and put on skid chains in 
anticipation of trouble with the black 
cotton soil which Jay ahead of us. On red 
soil you skid in wet weather, but in black 
cotton soil you stiék as fast as though you 
were in a pot of gum, and it seems 
betivomless. j 

After Nakuru we elimbed steadily about 
2,500 feet in the first twenty miles. For- 
tunately, here the road up the hill was 
dry, the rain having been local. When the 
road is wet this hill, or series of hills, is 
almost impassible for cars, as it is badly 
cut up by ox wagons. Une trouble with the 
roads in Kenya is that in most districts 
the same road serves both motor and ox 
transport, and in the rainy season the ox 
wagons have made it almost impassable for 
cars. 

We got to the summit of this escarp- 
ment, and were driving along the open 
plateau, with the Kinankop, the highest 
mountain of the Aberdare range on our 
right. when the rain began again. 


STUCK IN THE MUD.. 


How inadequate a description it seems! 
The rain began. I should think it did— 
tropical rain literally coming down on 
us in bucketsful. It was now about half- 
past five and beginning to get dark, and I 
could hardly see the road through the wind- 
screen, which every now and then became 
completely obscured by floods of water 
thrown up from the road by the front 
wheels of the car. I was soon skidding all 
over the place, in and out of potholes—it 
reminded us both of roads we had known 
during the war. Suddenly there was a 
Vidlent — engine and the car 
stopped dead.

back. We had run right off the road, and 
one of the back wheels was in the ditch, 
while the back axle was on the side of the 
bank.

It took me some time to explain to him 
what he must do, but he understdod at last 
and trotted off into the darkness. When he 
came back he had brought with him twenty 
men or more; and, after a good deal of 
talk and much shouting of instructions 
on my part in the local language, we got 
the car out and started on again. It was 
now quite dark, and, as it was impossible 
tu see through the wind-screen, owing to 
the continual splashing of muddy water, 
we opened it, and in five minutes were 
drenched to the skin rain and water 
from the road. [ wondered again if the 
bride, fresh from home, was at all alarmed 
at this first experience of an up-country 
journey in Kenya, but she la through 
it all as though it were a joke. Perhaps, 
it is easier to laugh the first time than it 
is when one has grown used to these things. 

With what relief , at 10.30, we reached a 
wayside Indian store, and decided to stay 
the night there! How good was the hot 
tea they served us, the tinned food and 
whiskey! I slept in the car that night, 
with Moussa still piled somewhere among 
the luggage, while my passengers slept in 
the store. We had changed our clothes and 
felt quite comfortable; but it was only a 
foretaste of our arrival the next morning 
at our destination. 
and breakfast~—a real English breakfast. 
I was glad that the sun was shining on 
the wide coffee fields and the grass land 
beyond, making everything beautiful; so 
that the bride, after her adventure, might 
feel that this new home of hers was 
worth it.

Irish Judge As English DCayor. 


The many legal and other friends in 
Ireland of His Honour Ju John 
Cusack, K.C., will be interes in his 
election last Saturday to the Mayoralty of 
the English borongh of Twickenham, 
Middlesex, where for some years he has 
been in residence, 

Judge Cusack, who is in his sixty- 
third year, is th. son of Mr, James 
Cusack, formerly of Newry, County Down, 
and he himself was born at that place. 
He was educated at Newry, and later at 
Blackrock College, Dublin, and, takin 
up the law as his profession, made rapi 
headway, and in 1918 he was appointed 
King’s Counsel. 

In 1919 he was appointed County 
Court Judge for Limerick City and 
County, and in the following year he 
assumed a similar office for County 
Kerry, retiring from that post in 1924. 

Judge Cusack married, in 1905, the 
daughter of a London solicitor. He was 
appointed a magistrate for Middlesex 
County in 1928. 

Twickenham, of which he now becomes 
the first citizen, was formerly the home of 
many eminent men, including Alexander 
Pope and Horace Walpole.

An Trish Translator

| Clocks. 


Mr. Charles Martin, Director of the 
Dunsink Observatory, writes to me as 
follows : — 

“I was interested in your remarks on 
“Dublin clocks,’ and would like to 
criticise the three paragraphs concerned. 
The Ballast Office clock is situated at a 
certain height above the footpath; it has 
no second nand, and so cannot be read 
with a greater accuracy than one-quarter 
of a minute; so, for the general public, 
the clock is accurate. If time is required 
to within a second, the Secretary of the 
Ballast Office would gladly allow any 
person to note the time on the master 
clock, which is controlled from Dunsink. 
As the time-ball was erected for the con- 
venience of mariners, one of the Royal 
Astronomers rightly considered that it 
would be of more use further down the 
quays, where it could be conveniently seen 
by them, and #0 save them the trouble of 
bringing their chronometers into town to 
be timed. The ball is still on the quays, 
and still falls at one o’clock, Western 
European or Greenwich time. Prior to 
1916 the ball fell twenty-five minutes 
twenty-one seconds before one o'clock, 
Irish time, and not twenty-five minutes 
twenty-three seconds; also, it was never 
caused to fall by a current from Dunsink, 
but from a current sent by the master 
clock at the Ballast Office.

“dhe question can now be asked—What 
is meant by accurate time? You complain 
that the Dublin clocks are not accurate. 
One is led to believe that one clock would 
be, say, five minutes fast am 1 another 
five minutes slow. That is so, and tends 
to make people unpunctual, as you point 
out, but to-day minutes have been lost 
sight of and fractions of soconds called 
to account. It may interest you to know 
that the difference of time between the 
Dunsink clock and the Greenwich clock, 
in an ordinary year, would be lIcss than 
half a second on 350 days, and under one 
second on the other fifteen days; so if 
any of your readers miss an appointment 
because the Dunsink clock is a fraction of 
a second in error—well, I cannot help it. 

“The last paragraph, ‘ The Greenwich 
Signal,’ is rather inaccurate. No doubt, 
the two firms are good clock-makers, and 
keep accurate time, but it does not seem 
to be generally known that the Post Office 
master clock is controlled from Dunsink, 
so the time signal received by the firms 
mentioned is Dunsink. and not Greenwich 
time. May I mention that if any person 
in Dublin requires accurate time, the Post 
Office would gladly give him information 
as to a master clock. and control that 
clock for a yearly fee?’’ I stand abashed. 


Another Clock Wanted. 


A “Diary ” reader asks me to turn 
my attention from discussing the defects 
and virtues of Dublin clocks, ancient and 
modern, to the very practical question of 
the particular timepiece on which . the 
crowds of country and city ‘bus pas- 
sengers, who assemble every evening at 
Eden quay, D'Olier street, Aston’s quay 
and Burgh quay. are to rely. He points 
out that the two clocks which are visible 
from Eden quay usually contradict each 
other, with the result of frequent alter- 
cations between passengers and con- 
ductors; and that no clock-face at all is 
visible from the other points. His sug- 
gestion—which I most heartily endorse— 
is that the City Commissioners should 
erect a four-faced clock on a suitable 
pedestal on the island pathway in the 
middle of O’Connell Bridge. So placed, 
it would be visible, if properly illumi- 
nated at night, at all hours and from 
every point of the compass. If connected 
to Dunsink, and kept in thorough order, 
it would become the authoritative source 
for the regulation of other clocks and 
citizens’ watches. I hope the City Com- 
missioners will at once put the sugges- 
tion on their agenda, 


“Bus Passengers Plight. 


Something even more important than 
a clock, however, is wanted to make ‘bus 
passengers’ lives tolerable on the O'Con 
nell Bridge quaysides. If it were pos- 
sible to take a census of the number of 
colds, and their frequently fatal results, 
which are contracted by the crowds of 
men, women and children who shiver and 
struggle for their places on the pavement 
in cold and wet weather, something really 
drastic would quickly be done by the 
Public Health Authorities to provide the 
necessary shelter. It seems that what 
is everybody’s business is nobody's busi- 
ness, and accordingly the official '' blind- 
eye ” is turned to the recurring risks and 
acute discomforts of tens of thousands of 
citizens and visitors to Dublin. There is 
no more serious or urgent problem of 
Dublin street traffic. Is there any hope 
that it will be dealt with by Mr. McGilli- 
gan or Mr. Mulcahy in their forthcoming 
traffic bills? I am, at least, doubtful. 
Nothing less than an organised public 
outcry, I fear, will produce official action, 
The sooner it begins the better. 


Ghe War on Rats. 


The week that was specially given over 
to rat-killing reminds me of a clergyman 
who played a somewhat similar part in 
the West to that played at Hamelin by 
the Pier Piper. A certain village, of 
which he was pastor, was rat-ridden, and 
the animals were held to have powers 
more than rodents should. He initiated 
a campaign which, however, did not seem 
greatly to diminish the numbers of the 
foe, although it apparently disconcerited 
them. At last they determined to ri 
themselves of thcir oppressor; thay 
appointed a date and a rendezvous; and, 
when the parson mounted his horse to 
ride home, they gathered on his heels. 
and began a pursuit which they intended 
should end with hia utter destruction hv 
their teeth. They gained on him, spur 
how he might, when suddenly a small 
figure leapt to the saddle at his back, and, 
calling him to ride as he was bid, he 
began to shed on to the road the parson’s 
boots and coat, and soon the saddle 
and stirrups, so that they rode bareback. 
This way a little titne was gained, for the 
rats stayed to demolish these trappings.

| Trish Colonel’s Retirement. 


Lieutenant-Colonel Frank Williams 
Evans Johnson, D.8.0., who h..s just re- 
tired from the British Army, has had a 
long and distinguished military career, 
part of which has been in close association 
with the Royal Irish Fusiliers. 

Colonel Johnson, who was born in India 
in 1880, is the only son of the late Mr. 
Evans Johnson, and he married in 1913 
the daughter of the late Sir Richard 
Power.

I see that Mr. John Masefield has just 
brought out a new novel under the title 
of “The Hawbricks,’’ which is a study 
of Engiish country life in the days of the 
squires. There are some who have been 
disappcinted by Mr. Masefield’s excursion 
into novel fiction. His ‘*‘ Sard Harker,”’ 
and ‘‘ Odtaa’’ were, in fact, rather 
ordinary stories, and only distinguished 
by their author’s feeling for language. 
Perhaps, his best piece of prose writing is 
to be found in his study of the Gallipoli 
campaign, which is epical. For my part. 
I look back to the joyous day when I first 
picked up that slim volume of lyrics, full 
of zest and foreign seas and high adven- 
ture, which was the basis of his fame; he 
has never, I think, bettered, or even 
equalled them; for his essays in poetical 
realism were rather sorry stuff. There is 
still a hope in my heart that, just as in 
those lyrics he pictured the brave 
gestures of youth, so now, in the delicate 
atmosphere of Cumnor, where he dwelis 
amid that colony of men of letters that 
makes a shining outpost of Oxford, he 
may yet paint the quict courage of later 
vears in another sheaf of song. 


Dr. Dinneen’s New Book. 


Lovers of the Irish language will wel- 
come the announcement that the Rev. 
Dr. Patrick Stephen Dinneen, M.A., 
lion. D.Litt., is about to issue a volume 
of essays in Irish on various aspects of 
Greek and Latin literature, which he has 
undertaken by arrangement with the Free 
State education authorities. Dr. Dinneen 
was born in County 
Kerry. For over a 
quarter of a century 
he has taken a pro- 
minent part in the 
Irish language re- 
vival movement, and 
in other ways has 
done invaluable work 
for Irish literature. 

The fruits of his 
labours are repre- 
sented bvw several 
important books. He 
edited three volumes 
of Keating’s History 
of Ireland, and at

the request of the Irish Texts Society he 
compiled an Irish-English Dictionary, and 
later the Concise English-Irish  Dic- 
tionarv. He collected into volume form 
fragments of the works of Irish poets of 
the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries, 
and another notable piece of work was 
his translation into Irish of Dickens's 
Christmas Carol. Dr. Dinneen has also 
written numerous plays and essays. 


Jubilee of the Dining Car. 


The provision of dining facilities on 
long-distance railway journeys is such a 
convenience that special interest will be 
taken by all travellers in the fact that it 
is exactly fifty years ago this month that 
the first dining-car system was inaugu- 


rated. 

The first service was between Leeds and 
London, and was naturally a very 
primitive affair compared with the 
elaborate electric system in vogue on the 
fast diners and luncheon trains of to-day. 
The system was available only for first- 
class passengers, and the cooking was 
done bv coal fires and oil stoves. 

In 1893 came the forerunner of the 
dining cars as we know them to-day, and 
later came the sumptuous Pullman car 
restaurant trains. The dining service was 
aided greatly by the introduction of cor- 
ridor coaches, which took place in 1892. 
Later came the heavier train loads. 
Whereas the early trains carried about 
150 passengers and had a gross weight of 
150 tons, trains to-~<lay seat nearly 300 
passengers and have a load sometimes ex- 
tending to 45C tons. 

Excluding Pullman car trains and buffet 
tea-cars there were in operation last year 
in the British Isles 724 trains with dining 
facilities, and of these 44 were running 
on the Irish railways. The extent of the 
train restaurant service is gauged by the 
official estimate that about 30,000 meals 
are served daily on trains, and no long- 
distance train is now without dining 
facilities of some kind. i 


Coincidence. 


A few days ago when I had been read- 
ing Mr. St. John Ervine’s very successful 
comedy “‘ The First Mrs. Fraser,” I was 
somewhat dubious about the probability 
of his plot. In the play James Fraser, 
having divorced his wife and married 
again, ‘seeks advice from his first wife 
about divorcing his second, and in the 
end it is certain that they will re-marry. 
It was about the re-marriage that I had 
some doubt, although I knew that such 
things actually occurred. 

Within the week after I had read the 
play I found no less than three similar. 
or almost similar, cases reported in the 
newspapers. One of these cases referred 
to a man who had been divorced twice by 
the same wife. It was in Chicago. of 
course, and for their second marriage the 
couple had eloped when the lady was 59 
years old. They had been married in 
1882, divorced in 1918, married again in 
1925, and divorced a second time this 
year. 

One of the other cases was English and 
the second French. In the English case 
the first wife was cited as co-respondent 
the second wife having found the pair 
living together after her husband de- 
serted her. The French case concerned a 
famous prima donna: of the Opera 
Comique. Five years ago she divorced 
her husband, a famous theatrical pro- 
ducer in Paris, and now it is reported 
that they have been reconciled and re- 
married. In this case the husband is 
seventy-seven years old, and the wife

Shipbuilding on the Foyle : Serious Outlook 
for Derry : Belfast Betting Craze.

BELFAST, Monday. 
ITH stately ceremonial the Belfast 
War Memorial was unveiled to-day 
by Viscount Allenby in the Garden of 
Remembrance. ‘There was a large gather- 
ing, and the members ol the Corporation 
attended, wearing their robes, while a 
force of military provided a guard of 
honour; but the proceedings were marred 
by the stormy weather, rain falling 
heavily. In every town, village and 
hamlet throughout the North Armistice 
Day was celebrated, in some cases in very 
humble circumstances indeed, but with 
pride in the gallant deeds of the men who 
fell in the struggle. Many touching 
tributes were made, and wreaths were laid 
by representatives of the fighting forces, 
ex-Service men’s organisations, societies, 
and various political and commercial 
bodies ; but, perhaps, the most appealing 
amidst all the beautiful floral offerings 
were the bunches of flowers placed on the 
Cenotaph by bereaved women, with chil- 
dren wearing their father’s medals. 

At this time a great deal is said about 
the bravery and sacrifice of the men who 
left their jebs to join the Expeditionary 
Force: but those who returned have had 
a hard row to hoe, and all over Ireland 
of them live in destitution, the 
only, or cimost only, visible sign of a 
nation’s tribute to those who were 
acclaimed as heroes. In Belfast hundreds 
of them are in want, and reports show 
that their comrades in the South are in a 
similar plight. The winter winds are 
now upon us, and Shakespeare had a 
prophetic vision when he wrote that their 
sting was not so sharp as man’s ingrati- 
tude. 


A SOCIALIST’S COMFLAINT,

There is only one Socialist member in 
the Northern House of Commons, but he 
has an inconvenient way of making his 
presence felt through awkward questions. 
The other day he wanted to know if it 
was a fact that upwards of £2,000 had 
been sanctioned by the Minister of 
Finance to purchase a new motor car 
for the use of the Prime Minister. In 
view of the present state of destitution 
in the city, when appeals are being made 
on all sides for money to assist some 
thousands of families on the verge oi 
starvation, the query was of more than 
usual interest. Mr. Pollock, the Minister 
concerned, explained that £1,250 had 
been provided in the estimates for a car 
for the Prime Minister, to replace a 
worn one, but that sum had not been 
sufficient, and actaally £1,500 had to be 
paid for it. In addition to this, the 
running expenses of the car would amount 
to about £2 7s. per week, exclusive of 
the cost of the driver, who, of course, 
would be a police constable. 

Mr. Beatty was even more inquisitive ; 
for he asked further if the British Prime 
Minister enjoyed a similar luxury at the 
expense of the people. To this pertinent 
question the answer given by Mr. Pollock 
was that he was not aware of any similar 
provision being made for Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald. It will thus be seen that the 
Northern Government does not always 
strictly maintain its step-by-step policy 
with the imperial legislators. 


DISMAL PROSPFCTS. 


The unemployment returns for Northern 
Ireland are still tending upwards, the 
figures for the week ended the 4th inst. 
showing an increase of 1,373, as compared 
with the previous week, the total being 
given as 36,640 persons. These figures 
include 29'872 people wholly unemployed, 
an increase of 557; 4,000 temporary 
stoppages, an increase of 722; and 2,759 
casual workers, an advance of 94. This 
unhappy state of affairs is said to be due 
to unemployment amongst — short-time 
road and farm workers and miscellaneous 
trades. Of course, the official statement 
does not present a true picture of unem- 
ployment in the Six Counties. It simply 
relates to those on the Labour Exchange 
registers, and takes no account of the 
many thousands of persons who are, 
unfortunately, not able to get either work 
or assistance from any of the unemploy- 
ment funds through one cause or another. 

A Unionist official mentioned a few 
days ago that there had been a greater 
increase in the workless of Great Britain 
recently than in Northern Ireland and 
seemed to derive a good deal of satisfac- 
tion from that circumstance. What he 
did not tell his audience, however, is that 
the proportion of unemployment in rela- 
tion to population is far greater in 
Northern Ireland than it is across the 
Channel, In fact, that is the principal 
reason why the Imperial Exchequer bears 
such a large share of Northern Ireland’s 
burden. Without such assistance the 
social services could not be maintained at 
their present level. 


BLOW TO WV AIDEN CITY. 


The tide of industrial depression is still 
flowing strongly in Londonderry, and the 
prospect for the inhabitants of the 
Maiden City does not appear to be a very 
rosy one. It has been announced that 
the local shipbuilding company has 
decided to go into voluntary liquidation, 
and it is believed that this will mean the 
end of the industry on the Foyle. The 
first shipbuilding concern was established 
in Londonderry over forty years ago, and 
vessels from its yards have been built for 
many prominent firms. Since the com- 
pletion of the last ship, which was laid 
down in 1924, the works have been idle, 
and it is feared that the clang of the 
hammer and the music of the rivetters’ 
gang will no longer be heard on the 
banks of the historic river. 

As no new industries are being started, 
the outlook for the displaced men is 
dismal indeed; and the only remedy 
offered by the Ministry of Labour is that 
they must seek work elsewhere. It wil] 
be. recalled that Mr. Andrews, the 
Minister concerned, expressed that 
opinion when on a visit to Londonderry 
some time ago. The problem for them is 
to find better conditions in their own 
country. Belfast is closed to them, the 
labour trouble there being still unsettled. 
and there are thousands of unemployed 
ship workers in the district, while across 
the Channel things are no better, if. they 
are not worse. The ancient hope for dis- 
tressed Irishmen seems to be the only 
remedy, and probably emigration will in 
the end settle all our labour difficulties. 


ANOTHER COURT WANTED. 


Legal circles are interested in the 
announcement made in the Northern 
Senate that a bill to enable a Court of 
Criminal Appeal to be set up in Belfast 
will be laid before the Imperial Parlia- 
ment at an early date. The question was 
raised by Mr. Campbell: R.C. a 
Nationalist Senator, who mentioned that 
Northern Ireland is the only self-govern- 
ing unit in the British Commonwealth 
where the security, liberty or life of a 
subject might depend on the determination 
of a single judge and jury. He pointed 
out that the law allowed an appeal from 
a decree in a twopenny trespass or a six- 
penny debt, but barred a man sentenced 
to death or penal servitude from stating 
his case before a higher court. 
_ The demand for such a Court has been 
insistent in the North for some time. as 
many people are of opinion that in several 
cases which have attracted public atten- 
tion there may have been an error of 


| Justicé-which could have been rectified on 
‘appeal. Of course that is mere supposi- 


tion, but public anxiety would be allayed 
if provision were made to correct judici«| 
mistakes. In the meantime there are 
flutterings in legal circles ; for the estab] jx), 
ment of another court will necessarily in- 
volve the appointment of new judzes 
According to precedent in the North, the 
Attorney-General (Mr. Babington, K.U., 
M.P.), should be promoted, while popular 
opinion also singles out Mr. Murpiy, 


K.C., M.P., for elevatzon to the Bench 
of Judges. 
THE GAMBLING CRAZE. 


The gambling spirit in Belfast appears 
to be spreading, and Church authorities 
are becoming alarmed at its prevalenc 
while the Government has introduced 
legislation to restrict it as far as possi)| 
among young people. In the North the 
craze for betting does not indicate a real 
love of sport. For the most part it is 
gambling pure and simple, and the bac 
streets and lanes of the city are haunted 
by punters risking a few shillings on t! 
offchance of winning. Even school children 
find minor bookmakers who take their 
pennies in bets, and the scandal h 
become so great that protests are bein. 
made everywhere. Dealing with the sub- 
ject yesterday, the Rev. T. M. Johnston 
the well-known temperance advocate, said 
that the public opinion which tolerate! 
the infliction of such wrongs on childho 
was a disgrace to their twentieth centu 
civilisation. 

The extent and ramifications of the 
gambling evil, he declared, were unbeli: 
able in their magnitude, offices and cen: 
being in almost every part of the cit 
There were between 200 and 300 of ¢! 
bookmakers’ establishments in Belfast, a 
gambling was costing the province at leas: 
£4,000,000 per annum, the portion lost 
by Belfast being at least £1,500,000, while 
there was a loss in industrial efficiency 
and the resources and time of the nat 
were wasted.

MATERIAL PROSPERITY 

_ Since the establishment of the Free State 
Galway had regained sume of the sturdy 
independence of its merchants of old, in- 
creased iis material prosperity and displayed 
a sense of progress that nu other town in 
this island could claim. In order that better 
facilities might be available for the em- 
barking and disembarking of passengers from 
Atlantic liners that were calling at the port, 
the Harbour Commissioners last week pur- 
chased a steam tender capable of accom- 
modating 2,000 passengers. Seventy-two 
Atlantic liners had already been scheduled 
to sail to and from the Western port in 1930. 
Besides other improvements, plans were 
ready for the development of the commercial 
docks, so that they will be available to ships 
up to 6,000 tons at all states of the tide. 
He wished he could say that the prosperity 
that Galway had so hardly won by the co- 
operation and patriotic sense of its citizens 
were true of the entire Western seaboard. 
It was definitely to the advantage of the 
country that Galway should set a high 
example in the illustration of the material 
good that always, flows from concentrated 
effort and hard work; but it would be to the 
advantage both of Galway and Dublin that 
the entire Western seaboard should be re- 
deemed from an impoverishment that is at 
once a reproach to our Government, and 
a danger to our nation. 


THE WESTERN SEABOARD. 
Having referred to the deciine in popula- 
tion of the Free State since 1881, he said 


that neariy one-third of the total decline 
had occurred in Connaught in the com. 
paratively brief period of forty-five years. 


He was glad to say that the rate of decline 
had now been appreciably arrested, and he 
thought it was true to say that there was 
a modest measure of prosperity along the 
Western seaboard areas to-day that had not 
been there for years past. But they should 
cherish no illusion because of this. ‘It is,” 
said the speaker, “due to a circumstance 
that is humiliating to us as a self-denendent 
people, though it is to the eternal credit of 
our children who have found a home and 
hith wages beyond the ocean, Because of 
the high wages in America, where the great 
bulk of our population who have not been 
claimed by death or disease from impoverish. 
ment have gone, the American envelope con- 
tains to-day not sums of £3 or £5, as was 
formerly the case, but sums of £10, and even 
£50 and £60, aud this means the difference 
between poverty and prosperity to the humble 
dwelling on the Western Coast.”’ 


DEVELOPMENT OF FISHING. 
Continuing, Mr. Kenny said that ne 
student of the country could afford to be 
without the report of the Gaeltacht Com. 
mission. That Commission made 82 recom 
mendations for better housing, the improve- 
ment of farm implements and seed, land re. 
clamation, afforestation, instruction through 
Irish, development of fishing; and they 
unanimously recommended that these and 
other things should be done or at least well 
under way under the control of a commission 
something like the C.D.B. within five vears. 
Nearly two years afterwards, in February, 
1928, the Government issued a statement 
as to its policy on the recommendations of 
the Commission, and it handed over the 
entire control of the work to the Minister 
for Fisheries. 

“There was something like consternation in 
the Gaeltacht,” he proceeded, ‘‘ when this 
was done; for it was realised that the de- 
velopment of our sea fisheries had been the 
most conspicuous failure in cur entire adminis 
tration. How does the Government’s policy 
propose to deal with this most difficult and 
most pressing of problems ?”’ 

New machinery was to be set up to facil- 
tate the supply of beats and gear for 
fishermen. A bill would be introduced to the 
Dail making special provision for the ex. 
ceptional needs of the Gaeltacht in the 
matter of housing. 

One of the most pressing problems was 
the revival of rural industries in the (Gael. 
lacht if emigration was to be checked, and 
to give the young people something to live 
and work for alter the school-geing age had 
come to a close. The kelp industry was 
capable of substantial development. Its 
value in 1928 approximated to £26,000. On 
the basis of the quantity made in 1909, this 
sum .could be more than doubled. The 
organisation of the kelp makers around the 
roast had been going on for the last fort- 
night, and had met with gratifying response. 
But the kelp industry could hope to be 
brought te ful! fruition only when they had 
an iodine factory for dealing with the kelp 
on the west coast. The Department of 
Industry. and Commerce had been exploring 
the possibility of establishing such a factory 
for the past {wo years, and he hoped it 
would be brought to a practical issue belore 


long. 
HAD NOT SEEN IRELAND. i 
In conclusion, Mr. ‘Kenny. said that if 


they had net seen the Gaeltacht, they had 
not seen Ireland. ‘he future of Galway was 
on the sea. and from the sea the West may 
yet reap great wealth. Industrier follow on 
progress, and business and industry flourish 
in Galway. The Gaelicisation of the West 
is proceeding with sure steps. |

versy during the past few years. It is cen- 
tended that these rates are higher than those 
in any other city in the British Isles with 
which comparison can be made in regard to 
population and amount used. Resolutions 
to that effect have been adopted by the Cor- 
poration and other boards in the City, but 
owing to the defect in the Adaptation of 
Enactments Act, the Borough Council have 
been powerless in the matter. It is believed 
that if Lord Mayor French's bill secures a 
quick passage through the Oireachtas, a de- 
inand will be made for an immediate inquiry 
into the charges for electricity in the city. 

I may mention that the Cork Harbour 
Commissioners at their last meeting unant- 
mously adopted resolutions advocating the 
introduction of amendments to the Elec- 
tricity Act of 1927, in order that the .pur- 
chase of plants and erection of transformers 
might be considered portion of the scheme 
as a whole, and should not be chargeable 
on the area concerned. The resolution also 
expressed the approval of the appointment 
of a Minister of Transport for the Free 
State, 

The Lerd Mayor, in moving three resolu- 
tions to that effect, said that, as matters stood 
at present, there was every reason to fear that 
Cork, which had formerly been supplied by 
a private company, would in future have to 
pay higher rates for electrie'ty than those 
in any other part of the country. ‘‘ In this 
phase of the progress of our nation we are 
entitled to some little consideration,” added 
Alderman French, ‘‘ and should take steps 
to safeguard our future.” As the City of 
Dublin had formerly been supplied by a 
municipal undertaking, the Lord Mayor sug- 
gested that the citizens were not entitled to 
credit for- the respectable profit that had 
been derived. Municipal authorities should 
not make profits out of their undertakings,’ 
he added; ‘‘for jt is one great essential in 


public life that their concerns should show 
a line-ball refarn—and in realising the profit 
hy which thev are now to henefit, Dublhn 


has departed from the A.B.C. of domestic 
politics. '' 


THE CENTRALISATION BOGEY, 


The Lord Mayor denarted from his theme 
when he suggested that preferential treat- 
ment of Dublin in this respect was part of 
a centralisation policy President Cosgrave, 
on more than one occasion, has denied any 
such tendency on the part of the Govern- 
ment, but Alderman French now has stated 
that Corkmen must unite, and if they have 
forgotten in the past, must keep emblazoned 
before them in the future, that both cities are 
merély parts of one great nation.

In addition to these, 
however, they will receive at their next meet- 
ing details of an iimportant scheme for the 
levelopment of the port in the trans-Atlantic 
shipping world. 


AMERICAN FINANCES. 


These will be outlined by Mr, J. N, 
Mullan, Executive Vice-President of the Ivre- 
land Corpoiation of America, who has re- 
cently returned from New York. I]t may be 
recalied that a few months ago Mr. Mullan 
undertook to place before the Board a plan 
for the establishment of Cork Harbour as a 
‘‘free’’ port, on the condition that if his 
scheme were adopted, his corporation, con- 
trolling sixty million dollars ior investment 
in this country, should be permitted to 
finance the project. 

Beyond this it is not known along what 
lines Mr. Mullan proposes to develop the 
port, He has intimated that there is a further 
possibility that Galway may be established 
as a terminal port for the ‘ransatlantic pas- 
senger trade The question arises, would tbe 
volume of goods traiiic alone through the port 
of Cork justify the expenditure of large 
sums of money on a problematical venture’ 

In Jocal port circles the opinion is held 
that the Irish Free State has room for one 
natioval port only, and that Cork Harbour 
possesses pre-ominent claim by virtue of its 
geographical position and natural advan- 
tages. In any event, the suecess of a terminal 
port in this country rests entirely on the 
policy of the large shipping companies, but 
on this point Mr. Mullan has promised to 
enlighten the Board next Wednesday. 


THE DE-RATING QUESTION.

Alfred Lawton, Ardmeen Lodge, Newtown 
Park avenue, Blackrock, said that on. the 

orning of Friday 4 small boy knocked at 
his duor about 9 o'clock and told him that 
an accident had taken place on the road 
outside. He went out, and saw a magn 
lying huddled on the road with the part 
of a bicycle on top of him. He was on his 
face, and when witness turned him over on 
his back he saw blood flowing from his head 
and face. He was unconscious. There war 
no other vehicle on the road. Mrs. Butt, of 
Ardmeen, came up in her car_and took the 
injured man to the hospital. In the car the 
man spoke to witness, and said his name 
was Byrne, and that ho was from Stepasice. 
but did not say how the accident hed 
occurred. 


BROKEN BICYOLE 


To a juror, witness replied that the bicye'es 
was broken, and that the frame and rear 
wheel were lying on the man en the road, 
and the other part of the machine was 
in front of him—the front wheel was broken 
off from the frame. Just before he was told 
af the accident, the witness said that he had 
heard a crash in the road outside. 

Catherine Walshe, Rialto, 8.C.R., sister, 
identified the body, and stated that her 
brother had always enjoyed good health. 
She had heard that he left his home at 
Stepaside an hour later than he should have 
done on that merning. He always cycled to 
his work. The machine was an old one. 

Guard J. Aspel (43F) said that the front 
fork of the machine was broken and the 
ground was torn jor some four feet and 
covered with blood where the accident 
occurred, 

Dr. E. C. Hicks, house surgeon, Monks- 
town Hospital, said that the deceased was 
admitted to the hospital and was found to 
have sustained a deep cut about one inch 
long under his right eye, and Lis right eyelid 
was cut. ‘There was a cut on his forehead 
und cuts on the nose. le was practically 
unconscious, but thers was no apparent 
fracture. As the result of the post-mortem 
examination he found that there was a con- 
siderable amount of hmwmerrhage into the 
brain. This would have from the 
bursting of some of the smaller blood vessels 
in the brain. Death was due to shock and 
h#morrhage.

POACHING AT THE MILLS. 


At the half-yearly meeting of the Coleraine 
Board of Conservators, which was held in 
Toome last Saturday—Mr. Francis Grant, 
J.P., presiding—Inspector Andrew hing re- 
ported that the rivers of the district, which 
embrace the Bann and its tributaries and the 
rivers of County Down and some of the coast 
streams of County Antrim, were well stocked 
with spawning trout. Salmon were not so 
plentiful, and if they had un ‘to the “upper 
waters they would be at the mercy. of 
poachers, nuless temporary bailiffs were ap- 
pointed to look after them. Later, more 
salmon would run, he believed. There was 
much poaching going on at the mills and 
their water courses by the employés. 

Special reference was made to the alleged 
custom of some salmon anglers fishing the 


Rann with two rods and one licence, or a 
hieence held by a boatman in certain wetexs 
of the Bann; and, on the motion of Mr. 
Max. Given, C.E., seconded by Mr. J. A. 
Larlowe, the inspector was instructed to take 
action against persons so offending durihg 
the angling season. 

The report, which was adopted, also 
eulogised the services of the officers and men 
of the Royal Ulster Constabulary.

MEETING OF ENGINEERS’ 
ASSOCIATION. 


GOVERNMENT’S ATTITUDE TO 
THE PROFESSION. 
A special general meeting of the Engineers’ 


Association was held in the Hall of the 
Institution of Civil Engineers of Ireland, 35 


Dawson street Dublin, Mr. Michael J. 
Buckley, President I.C.E.1., presiding. The 
meeting was called to consider corre- 


spondence with the Commissioners of Fublic 
Works in the Free State dealing with the 
terms of employment—including remunera- 
tion of civil engineers in a temporary 
capacity—on arterial drainage work. The 
engineers concerned are twenty in number, of 


whom eighteen are mem bers. The 
Commissioners have classed the temporary 


civil engineering staff as senior and junior. 
The seniors are eight in number, and are 
paid trom £600 per annum down to £300 
ver dnnum, while the twelve juniors receive 
trots £250 per annum down to £ per 
annum. The correspondence arose out of the 
Association’s protest to the Minister for 
Industry and Cemmerce, who is a University 
T.D., against the inadequate remuneration 
and degrading conditions attached to the 
employment of many of the qualified 
members of the profession in the State 
service, as compared with those affecting 
architects, doctors, lawyers and members ol 
other professions. 

In a letter dated the 18th February, 1929, 
the Commissioners of Works attempt to 
justify the salary scale by the argument that 
the rate offered, £200 to S250, has leen 
sufficiently high to attract candidates, and 
is considered adequate for young men with 
out practical experience, a description which 
the meeting considered utterly inapplicable 
io the members actually employed. 

Grave exception was taken to a passaue In 
the Commissioners letter, which states : 

“There is nothing anomalous in the junio: 
engineers being paid less than an expeiterced 
foreman. <A first-class foreman for river 
work is harder to obtain than even a good 
ongiveer, and he can do many things which 
are entirely impossible to a young and 1" 
experienced engineer; he is a tried, and 
often an elderly man at the top of his profe 

sion, not entering it, as the young engince: 
is 


The expressions used with reference to a 
first-class river foreman, othe thay ime "se 
of the word “ profession,’’ could be ap; lied 
to the law-clerk as compared with the 


solicitor, to the nurse as compared with the 
doctor, and so on; but no Government 
department would venture to indulge jn 
such a comparison in such terms when deal: 
ing with any profession other than engineer 
ing. 


The reply sent to the Commissioners 


stating that the members of the Council of 
this Teeetlation had never experienced, not 
even heard, of a more derogatory reference 


to the status of engineers than these 
remarks, was unanimously approved of, ‘live 
Gouneil were directed to take vertain 
immediate steps, decided upon at the 


meéting, in order to focus public opinion on 
the grievances of the profession.

The vacancy was created by the death last 
July of Dr. W. C. McCann. Dr. Victorine 
Yorke, who has since carried out the duties 
temporarily, was at first appointed to tho 
permanent position by a majority vote, under 
powers conferred on Health Boards to transter 
a medical officer from another office within 
three months of the date when the vacancy 
occurred. Before the expiration of the three 
months the Department notified the Board 
that Dr. Yorkes transfer was not sanc- 
tion because notice had not been given 
to all the dispensary doctors of the county 
that the transfer was to be made. A anecial 
meeting of the Board after notice to all the 
other doctors had been given was called, to 
make the appointment, and the same three 
doctors as hefore made application, and Pr. 
Grav was elected by the casting vote of the 
Chairman. 

The Department now informed the Reard 
that the appointment would be through the 
Appointments Commissioners, as the three 
menths had elansed since October 14th.

INQUEST AT BANDON. 

Coroner J. J. Horgan held an inquest at 
Bandon vesterday concerning the death of 
Dermot Downing, lorry driver, of the Com 
mercial Hotel, Bandon, who was injured in 
a collision between his lorry and a pony and 
trap near Toureen, on the Cork-Bandon road, 
on November 6th.

CHRIST CHURCH CATHEDRAL. 


There was a large attendance at Morning 
Prayer yesterday in Christ Church Cathedral. 
At eleven o'clock the two minutes’ silence 
was observed, the congregation kneeling 
during the period, at the conclusion of which 
the National Anthem was sung, which was 
followed by the hymn, ‘‘ O God, our help in 
ages past.” 
The Very*Rev. the Dean, who conducted 
the Service, in a brief address, said that 
they rememhgred with thankfulness the good- 
ness of Almighty God in granting 
deliverance from their enemies and from 
the horrors of war, and restoring to them 
the blessings of peace. It was well to re- 
mind themselves that day lest they forget 
of the desperate state of the cause of the 
Allies in the early summer of 1918. It was 
not until the 4th of August was set aside as 
a day of intercession that the tide of war 
turned. Success after success came to them 
and the year was crowned with victory. 
'' Not unto us O Lord, but unto Thy name 
we give the glory.” 
In the next place they remembered, with 
gratitude, their glorious dead—those who died 
for them, especially the 50,000 Irishmen who, 
at the call of King and country, left, all that 
was dear to them and endured hardships, 
faced dangers, and finally passed out of the 
sight of men by the path of duty and self- 
sacrifice, giving their own lives that others 
wight. live in freedom. 

Remembrance day was a call to them to 
show tlat=th had not fo en them and 
that they who remained should not be 
nóg “gh | of those who gave all for them 
Might the remembrance of their sacrifice be 
an inspiration to a noble life. 
They also remembered the living, those 
who went forth with similar devotion and 
who came back maimed, blind, mentally 
afflicted, tuberculous and the widows and 
orphans. It was true provision had been 
made by the State for these sufferers on an 
unprecedented scale, but that provision had 
proved inadequate, and there was a necessity 
that it should be liberally supplemented by 
voluntary and generous efforts in discharge 
of which was nothing less than a debt of 
honour to those who had done so much for 
them. The Haig Fund had done by means 
of voluntary effort a great deal. Since 1920 
a very rematkable increase had taken place 
in the sums collected. It was satisfactory 


to know that there was a generous and grow- 
ing response from Ireland, North and South. 
The contributions from the Free State 


last year amounted to considerably more than 
£9,000, but it was important to bear in mind 
as an incentive to still more generous givin 
that about £16,000 was received from head- 
quarters in London for distribution in the 
Free State. 
NEED WAS GREAT. 

The fund was administered mainly by local 
committees, of which there were 132 through- 
out the country. Many thousands of men 
and dependents received assistance, and many 
helped on the way to provide for themselves. 
The need was still great, and, as the “mu 
which appeared in the Irish Times last 
Saturday stated, the position of a very large 
number of ex-Service men was truly despe- 
rate, and the conditions which have to de 
faced this winter are worse than ever before. 
Many of these men were living in poverty. 
almost without covering, and with little hope 
of employment. Such an appeal was deserv- 
ing of a hearty response. Portion of their 
offering that day would be given to the Sir 
Frederick Milner Fund, which provided for 
the mentally disabled ex-Service men. Per- 
haps no class of sufferers from the war were 
more deserving of sympathy and support. In 
Great Britain and Ireland there were some 
6,000 of these men in mental hospitals and 
30,000 nervous wrecks. On their behalf he 
appealed for sympathy and support, and 
asked the congregation to be generous. 


AT TRINITY COLLEGE. 


All lectures came to a stop at ten minutes 
to eleven in Trinity College, and the men and 
women underfraduates gathered in the Front 
Square.

Outside, the Front Square was dotted with 
small groups and solitary students, who had 
arrived from the Medical School at the far 
end of the College Park, only to find the 
Chapel too crowded to obtain admission, 
standing to gattention with their tattered 
gowns streaming out on the wind. Others 
had gathered at the Front Gate, joining in 
the observance with the crowd of citizens in 
College Green, which concluded the silence by 
singing the National Anthem, All through 
the day a stream of visitors filed through the 
Hall of Honour.

THE CENOTAPH, 

The Cenotaph, in its position in the Garden 
of Remembrance, is surrounded with an 
atmosphere of peace, although it is but a few 
yards from the main streets and their busy 
traffic. It was designed by the arch‘tect of 
the City Hall on severe classical lines, and 
the beauty of its proportions is brought into 
prominence by a semi-circular colonnade at 
the rear. The Cenotaph is 20 feet in height 
and 10 feet in width, and it sits upon a 
raised platform which is approached from 
the sunken garden by a series of semi-circular 
steps, 45 feet in width. Both the Cenotaph 
and colonnade are of Portland stone.

Freedom of the Seas. 


President Hoover’s message to the people 
of the United States, which was delivered 
at last night’s Armistice celebrations of 
the Amerjcan Legion in Washington, 
ought to be studied with the utmost care 
by every European. Mr. Hoover is a 
realist. Unlike some of his predecessors 
in the White House, he never talks for 
the niere sake of talking, and, above all, 
he js a man who never refuses to face 
facts. Naturally, the most important part 
of his speech last night was that which 
dealt with disarmament. At present, 
said Mr. Hoover, the world was com- 
paratively at peace; but it was an 
armed peace.’ Nevertheless, the peoples 
were inclined more sincerely towards 
the lasting improvement of international 
relations, and they ‘were ina mood 
when much might be done to advance 
that great cause. . Peace, he asserted, 
could -be achieved only by frank vecogni- 


tion. of the forces which threatened to 


disturb it; and of these forces by far the, 
most, powerful was competition in arma- 
ments, -For that reason he had opened 
once mote negotiations for the reduction | 
of navies, and 'had much confidence iú the 
results ofthe. forthcoming meeting. in 
London; He warned the world, however, 
that the. United States could reduce, or 
limit its ships of war only by agreement; 
he had ‘no faith in reduction by example 
only. In other words, if the other Powers. 
do not agree to weduce their “fleets, the 
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the lifetime of this generation, 


nobody will be able to pretend ‘that the 
attitude of the United States has not been 
made perfectly clear, He" is quite pre- 
pared to co-operate in the reduction of 
,naval armaments, but there, must be a 
‘common spirit of concession, 

The President's remarks in. regard to 
the “ freedom of the seas ” will be read 
with particular interest in Great Britain. 
This rather vague phrase was - incorpo- 
rated in the late President Wilson’s 
famous Fourteen Points; but, when the 
matter came before the. Peace Congress 
in 1919, Mr. Lloyd George, on. behalf of 
the British Government, flatly refused 
to discuss it. During the war many 
“ ineidents ” arose, out of the fact that 
the British Navy claimed the right to 
search ‘‘neutral’’ ships for contraband 
While the United States was 
neutral, Washington protested vehe- 
mently ; but after it had entered the war 
the American Navy exercised precisely 
the same rights as the British. When Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald was in the United 
States virtually every other aspect of the 
naval problem was treated at length, but 
the % freedom of the seas” was left 
severely alone. Now Mr. Hoover has 
come forward with a new suggestion. He 
intends to propose that henceforward 
food ships shall be placed on the same 
basis as hospital ships in time of war— 
that is to say, that the weapon of the 
food blockade, which played 
decisive part in the Allies’ victory over 
Germany, shall be abandoned. In theory, 
this. proposal is excellent. To what 
extent it would be practicable remains to 
be seen. In view of the fact, however, 
that the great nations already have 
renounced war altogether by their adher-

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_ The Grand National. 

It is probable that the changes in the 
conditions of entty for next year’s Grand 
National, as submitted to the National 
Hunt Committee by Mr. E. A. C. Topham, 
the Handicapper. and Clerk of the Course 
at Liverpool, will arouse keen controversy. 
This new move ought not to take anybody 
by surprise, sincé for many years an in- 
creasing section of public opinion has 
criticised the race on the ground that it 
is‘ cruel to the horses and unsafe for the 
riders. It is true that during the last 
decade, out of three hundred and fifty- 
seven horses that have started, only, sixty- 
seven have finished the course. Under pre- 
sent conditions any horse can be entered 
for the Grand National provided that the 
stake is paid, and so long as the owner has 
not come, for some reason or other, under 
the ban of the National Hunt Committee. 
In the proposed new conditions the follow- 
ing words are to be found:—* For horses 
that have been placed first, second, third 
or fourth by the judge in steeplechases of 
three miles and upwards.’’ Thus, after 
the fashion of the All-Ergland Lawn 
Tennis Club at Wimbledon, the stewards 
would require some guerdon of an 
éntrant’s ability. Somehow the compre- 
hensive scope of the present system 
possesses for us a magnificence. which 
would cease to exist if the proposed 
alterations are accepted by the National 
Hunt Committee. Nevertheless, we 
cannot burke the fact that the sight of 
a crowd of horses facing the tapes with 
little hope of finishing the course is not 
in accord with the best ideals of sport. 
At’ the same time several horses have 
reached the winning post first after a start 
which promised no hope of victory. The 
question is sub judice until the verdict of 
the National Hunt Committee is known; 
but, whatever its decision may be, we trust 
that it will not detract from the character 
of one of the most sporting events in the 
British Isles. 


Nanking and Confucius. 


The Nanking Government, proposes 
to’ confiscate the Confucius family 
estate at Shantung, which at present 
is held by the great teacher's seventy- 
seventh lineal descendant. Recently the 
Government confiscated the estate of a 
captain of industry of the old imperial 
days on the ground that it was the fruit 
of corrupt dealing. This charge, how- 
ever, scarcely can be laid to the door of 
anything acquired by Confucius, Rather 
are we surprised that the Government 
does not guard it in the possession of the 
great man’s reputed descendants with all 
the care with which the Bolsheviks 
preserve Tsarskoe Selo exactly as it was 
left by. the last of the Romanoffs. The 
mere fact that his inheritance, if only 
traditionally, has survived nearly two 
thousand five hundred years—Confucius 
died in B.C. 479—ought to ensure its 
revered integrity, even in China, which is 
accustomed to age-old usages. Probably 
the Master himself, if he were alive 
to-day, would contemplate this proposed 
spoliation with philosophic calm ; indeed, 
it is not unlikely that, in view of the 
Central Government’s known needs, he 
would give it all that he had and would 
embellish the gift with some profound 
utterance. Nevertheless, we are sorry 
that the authorities have allowed them- 
selves to be goaded by adversity into this 
petty project. Confucius was among the 
first of the world’s great men, ‘and 
it is to his teachings tha the 
Chinese owe their world-wide reputation 
for commercial morality. The old order 
has changed, and now it seems that other 
minds are setting a seal on their 
abandonment of his teaching by the 
robbing of his descendants,

BISHOP OF TRURO AND THE 
PROTESTANT ALLIANCE. 


Dr. Frere, Bishop oí Truro, has replied to 
an open letter from Mr, Henry Fowler, Secre- 
tary to the League of Loyal Churchmen and 
Protestant Alliance, in which the writer re- 
ferred to. “the widespread opposition to your 
illegal acts,” and suggested that the Bishop 
should resign his office. 

The Bishop writes :— 

“I have been using the Book proposed in 
19248 as a standard whereby to decide which 
of the current divergencies from the strict 
letter of the Acts of Uniformity can be 
tolerated, and which not. I am seeking to 
bring. some order out of prevalent disorder 
along a line, which in important respects is 
not my own, but is’ laid down for me by 
loyalty to the decision of my brother bishops 
and of the Church Assembly. Anyone who 
may feel aggrieved by this action has a better 
method of redress available than either of the 
‘wo which have recently been tried here, viz., 
illegal interference.in Church and a libellous 
attack in the Press. 

“The proper. method of redress is through 
the courts. If this policy with regard to the 
rubrics of 1662 is heinous, there should be no 
difficulty in securing a conviction: if the 
indignation at it is widespread, the cost 
Should easily be forthcoming. The difficulty 
will be to find prosecutors, either clerical or 
lay, who themselves ‘keep the law.’ They 
would set the courts a difficult task, asking, 
in fact, for a decision how far some ancient 
statutory rules are now enforceable, and how 
far they are to be regarded as obsolete. But 
this is the real prohlem in a nutshell.’”’

Service at Westminster Abbey. 


Westminster Abbey has its own peculiar 
interests during the Armistice celebration : 
for many mourners prefer to be near th: 
tomb of the Unknown Warrior. and, when 
the Service began there this morning at 
half-past ten. the building was filled. The 
music on these occasions is beautifull 
given, especially the contakion of the 
faithful departed with its -beautiful end- 
ing. The Dean headed a procession from 
the sanctuary to the tomb of the Unknown 
Warrior for the silence, and with bun 
stood representatives of the Services, in- 
cluding .the Mercantile Marine. The 
silence over, a wreath of laurel and 
Flanders poppies was placed on the tomb 
and a very beautiful Service concluded. 
Immediately it was over the doors were 
opened for the long queue of people wait- 
ing in the rain to pass the tomb of the 
Unknown Warrior, and this queue was 
maintained throughout the day. 


The First Seadrome. 


The building of the first seadrome. a 
floating landing stage for aeroplanes; is to 
he commenced shortly. Designed by United 
States architects, it is to weigh thirty-four 
thousand tons, and will be eleven 
hundred feet long by three hundred feet 
wide. This particular drome is. to be 
towed to a spot between New York and 
Bermuda, and anchored there to serve as a 
fueling station for aeroplanes on the 
Bermuda service. Should the experiments 
prove successful, the designers hope to cet 
plans adopted for a chain of such sea- 
dromes across the Atlantic at a distance 
of three hundred miles apart. It is 
claimed that, could this be satisfactori!: 
accomplished, a complete service between 
Furope and the United States would be 
' practicable. 


A Proposed Air Service. 


It is now known that the proposed ai: 
service between Canada and this country 
is part of a larger scheme for developin: 
an air route between Croydon’ and 
Chicago. The project has reached a stace 
at which negotiations are proceedinz 
between the Canadian Government and 
aviation interests in Great Britain, the 
United States and Canada. The scheme 
provides for daily services of amphibian 
aeropianes by way of Greenland, Labrador 
and Hudson Bay. Under present fivinz 
conditions doubts are expressed as to the 
feasibility of the scheme, but discussions 
concerning it are ta be continued. and tbe 
cost of constructing air ports and wireless 
stations in Northern Canada wil] be 
investigated.

SUCCESSOR TO LORD 


CARSON. 


The King has been pleased to appoint the 
Right Hon, Frank Russell, one of the Lords 
Justives of Appeal, to be a Lord of Appeal- 
in-Ordinary, in the place of Lord Carson; 
and the Hon. Sir Mark Lemon: Romer, one 
of the Judges of His Majesty’s High Court 
of Justice, Chancery Division, to be a Lord 
Justice of Appeal. 

The Right Hon. Frank Russell has been 4 
Lord Justice of . Appeal since last year. 
Called to the Bar of Lincoln’s Inn in 1893, 
he’ took ‘silk in 1908, and was for some time 
a member of the General Council of the Bar. 
In 1919 he was appointed a High Court 
Judge, being promoted to the Appeal Court 
in 1928, in succession to Lord Justice 


Sargant. 
SON OF LORD RUSSELL. 

The new Lord of Appeal is the fourth son 
of the late Lord Russell of Killowen, Lord 
Chief Justice of England from 1894 until his 
death in 1900. 
It is-interesting to note that the son fol- 
lows in the footsteps of his father, who was 
created a Lord of Appeal-in-Ordinary nn 
May. 1894, receiving a life peerage by the 
title of Lord Russell of Killowen, County 
Down. Lord Russell, however, held this 
office for less than two months, as in July. 
1894, he was promoted to be Lord Chief 
Justice. 

The Right Hon. Frank Russell married 
the Hon. Mary Ritchie, fifth danghter of 
the first Lord Ritchie of ‘Duttdee The Right 
Hon. Frank Russell is thus the brother-in. 
law of Sir Mark Romer, who succeeds him 
as Lord Justice of Appeal, Sir Mark having 
married the Hon. Anne Ritchie, the fourth 
daughter of the first Lord Ritchie.

HAVOC WROUGHT

Heavy rainstorms, accompanied by a gale, 
marred the Armistice Day ceremonies in 
many parts of the country yesterday. The 
gole was general, and, according to the Air 
Ministry, & south-west wind maintained an 
average velocity over the length and breadth 
of the British Isles for the whole day of 
approximately forty-two miles an bour, The 
highest wind velocity was reported from 
Sealand, Flintshire, where, at mid-day, a 
"sou-’sou-west. gale raged at sixty-nine 
m.p.h. The Scilly Isles experienced a wind 
reaching a velocity of sixty-five. m.p.h. At 
Eskdalemuir, ‘Dumfries-shire, it reached 60 
uu.p.h.; at a eg Down, 57 m.p.h.; and at 
Falmouth 50 m.p.h. ! 

The Air Ministry forecast suggests that it 
may last over to-day. 
espite the adverse conditions, the Imperial 
Airways maintained their day London-to- 
Paris service, and all liners leaving Croydon 
completed their scheduled journeys. The 
pilot of a big Armstrong-Siddeley air liner 
on the -cross-Channel route reported to the 
Imperial Airways headquarters that at 
sixteen hundred feet above the Channel the 
wind was blowing in great guste at from 
eighty to ninety m.p.h. So strong was the 
gale during the afternoon that several air 
iners bound from the Continent for Croydon 
landed their passengers at the emergency 
nerodromes at 9 and Penshurst, The 
agree: agi completed their journey to London 

y train, This was done. because, with the 
gale blowing so hard, the air liners’ progress 
would have been so slow that darkness would 
have overtaken them before landing. 
TELEPHONE LINES DOWN. 

Over one hundred telephone imes were 
brought down by the gale in different parts 
of the country. No towhs were actually 
isolated, but in many cases emergency routes 
had to be brought into operation, occasioning 
considerable delay, especially in the case of 
long-distance calls. i 

Up to last night a rainfall of an inch and 
a quarter had been recorded in twenty 
hours, rivers and streams were converted into 
raging torrents, and there has been extensive 
flooding. The streets of Keswick were flooded 
and houses were isolated, several of the roads 
in the district were rendered impassable,: and 
in the Borrowdale and Bassenthwaite valeys 
hundreds of acres of ground were submerged. 
During the period of a week five inches of 
rain has fallen, almost as much as the average 
for November and equal to that recorded 
during the first three months of the year. 

During the gale at Leicester a shop window- 
blind blew loose and smashed the window 
of a jeweller’s shop. A quantity of jewellery 
was scattered on the pavement. So powerful 
was the gale on Teesside that the Middles- 
brough transporter —— car, which normally 
is pulled backwards and forwards by electric 
power, was blown across in one direction 
without the aid of this power. 

STEAMBOAT SERVICE STOPPED. 
Numerous vessels took shelter from the gale 
last night in the Solent and at Spithead, and 
the Southern Railway Company’s steamboat 
service between Lymington, Hampshire and 
Yarmouth, Isle of Wight, has been stopped. 

The fioods in the Rhondda Valley yesterday 
were the héaviest experienced for many years. 
At Trehafod, near Pontypridd, about sixty 
families had to seek shelter in the bedrooms 
of their houses, and even from there some 
of the people had to be rescued by means of 
ladders and planks. Road traffic in places 1s 
suspended owing io parts of the roads being 
under water. At Porth and Trealaw Railway 
Seations the metals were covered to a depth 
of two feet, and last night the water was 
still rising. Passenger and mineral traffic has 
been temporarily suspended. 

The River Avon, Glamorganshire, became 
a raging torrent, and, fearing another severe 
flood such as that which caused havoc some 
weeks ago, policemen and Corporation 
officials built up a sandbag “barrier all alon 
the banks near Aberavon. In some parts o 
the valley the river overflowed, and sheep 
farmers report serious Joss. The main road, 
Cymmer, is under water, and houses are in- 
undated. 

FLOODING CAUSES DESTRUCTION. 

The Riyer Neath also overfiowed its banks 
yesterday, and many acres of land are under 
water. Tne main Vale of Neath Road be- 
came impassable. Traffic was diverted to a 
higher road at Resolven, which became 
blocked by a landslide. Several cottages at 
Aberdulais, near Neath, were flooded, and 
the occupants had to seek shelter in the bed- 
rooms.

Members 
now, more than in earlier years, looked 
behind the eloquence and the words to see 
what there was of practical realisation. He 
had confidence that in the League there had 
been found an instrument of international 
policy which made steadily for peace, and, 
if we did not try to force the pace, it would 
grow as our own constitution had grown. 

VISCOUNT GREY. i 

Viscount Grey of Falloden said that during 
his time at the Foreign Office, Sir Austen 
Chamberlain used his great position to 
enhance the prestige of the League and to 
make its work fruitful. The example which 
Sir Austen set was one which the country 
expected every Secrgtary of State for Foreign 
Affairs to follow. He had first to gain the 
confidence of other Foreign Ministers, and 
then justify it, ; 

The League was fortunate with the late 
Government, and the present Government, 
which had made an excellent start in foreign 
affairs. The evacuation of the Rhineland had 
been secured by common consent. . Had it 
not been brought to an end in good time it 
would have been a very dangerous thing—a 
sore-in international affairs that was hound 
to fester if continued, The only progress 
which left the ground behind sound and the 
ground on which they stood firm was the 
progress made in company with other nations.

PREMIER’S VISIT TO AMERICA, 

Even more important for world peace was 
the visit of the Prime Minister to the United 
States. Mr. Macdonald had _ convinced 
America that there was in this country an 
idealism about world peace, and it remained 
for the people of this country to show that 
that was the case. The thing which would 
bring the United States and this country 
close together was the conviction that ideal- 
ism in one country would make an appeal 
to the idealism in the other, and so it was 
hoped that agreement about a reduction of 
national expenditure would he reached, not 
only between the United States and Great 
Britain, but that other countries would come 
to the approaching International Conference 
determined to take a really permanent step 
forward in the abolition of naval rivalry 
between the nations. 

With regard to the freedom of the seas, 
Viscount Grey said that belligerent rights 
had more than once been dangerous to the 
peace of the world, and it was, therefore, 
in the interest of the policy of world peace 
that we should be ready, if the United States 
wished it, to discuss this difficult and con- 
tentious question, with a view to avoiding 
possihle disputes and the possible danger of 
future wars. 

At the same time the whole question should 
be approached from the angle of how much 
had been effected by the fact that there was 
a covenant of the League of Nations and a 
pact for the reuunciation of war. The experi- 
ence of the late war taught us that another 
modern war might mean a wiping out of 
civilisation, and therefore they believed that 
the only real victory which could endure 
was peace,

R101 SAFE AT MOORINGS. 

Throughout the gale the airship, R101, 
swung easily at her moorings at.Cardington 
beds, and this evening her behaviour was re- 
ported to have been satisfactory. Yesterday’s 
winds have been the highest yet experienced 
by the airship. 

A British air liner flying from Cologne to 
Croydon with three passengers, when attempt- 
ing to land at Lympne on account of the 
gale, was caught by a sudden gust of wind 
and almost turned over. One of the wings 
touched the ground, but the pilot was able 
to level the machine again and make a safe 
landing. A German air liner caused a thrill 
at Folkestone by narrowly missing the mast 
of a steamer in the harbour. One privately- 
owned aeroplane, on its way from Paris to 
London, was driven back when over the 
Channel, and made a forced landing on the 
French coast. A fishing vessel struck the 
bar at Tollesbury, Essex, and in refloating 
one of the crew named Ingate was washed 
overboard and drowned. The boat arrived 
in Brightlingsea in a waterlogged and sinking 
condition. 

The Belgian Government steamer, Jan 
Breydel, which left Ostend at 3.20 yesterday 
afternoon for Dover. with seventy-two pas 
sengers on board, developed rudder trouble 
and anchored off the Dycke Lightship, near 
Dunkirk.

SEVEN MISSING CHILDREN.

CAMDEN, N.J., Monday. 

A mysterious case of alleged blackmail and 
baby-farming is at present engrossing the 
attention of the New Jersey police. In the 
county prison at Camden is a woman of 35

CANADA’S LOSS. 


DEATH OF FINANCE MINISTER. 
From HEUTER $ CorrgesPpon pent. 
TORONTO, Monday. 

The death occurred suddenly this evening 
of Mr. Robb, Finance Minister. 

According to the latest bulletin issued by 
the dactors this afternoon it was believed 
that the Minister, who had been seriously il 
for the last fortnight, was almost out of 
danger, but he suddenly took a turn for the 
worse. 

Mr. James Alexander Robb was born in 
Huntingdon, os in 1859, and was first 
elected to the Dominion House of Commons in 
1908. In 1918 he became Chief Liberal Whip, 
und in 1921 was appointed Minister of Trade 
and Commerce. In 1922 he made a trip to 
Australia with the object of developing better 
trade relations between Caneda and Australia. 

The announcement of Mr. Robb’s death 
came as a shock to all Canada, especially in 
view ot this afternoon’s bulletin, stating that 
he was well on the way to recovery. Death 
was due to heart failure. i 

Mr. Robb’s death will be a severe loss to 
the Government. He was a most popular 
Minister, and was in charge of the new tariff 
bill and the Budget proposals which were 
being prepared for the coming session of 

arliament. 

‘Tt is believed that the Premier, who is on 
a tour in Western Canada, will cancel the 
remainder of his trip and return at once for

BRITISH CONCESSION 
AT CHINKIANG 


RETURNED TO CHINA. 


It is officially announced that an agree- 
ment.has been reached between His 
Majesty’s Government in the United 
Kingdom and the National Government | 
of the Republic of China providing for the 
return to the latter, as from the 15th 
instant, of the area of land known as the 
British Concession at Chinkiang, which 
was leased to His Majesty’s Government 
in perpetuity in 1861. 

The British municipal administration uf 
the area will be dissolved and British 
municipal regulations repealed as from 
the 15th instant. 

The National Government has agreed, 
as from the same date, to grant Chinese 
deeds of perpetual lease in exchange for 
the documents of title issued by His 
Majesty's Government. 

The agreement was embodied in en 
exchange of Notes which took place in 
Nanking on the 31st October. 

Further Notes were exchanged at the 
same time providing—(1l) that, pending 
the promulgation by the National Govern- 
ment of a new law governing land taxa- 
tion throughout China, and pending the 
actual application of the law throughout 
the Chinkiang district, the rate of the 
annual land tax paid by former holders 
of British Crown leases should remain 
unchanged; and (2) that British mer 
chants should continue to enjoy the right 
to tranship goods across the foreshore of 
the river.

PROPOSED CHANGES. 


a 


ATTEMPT TO LIMIT SIZE OF 
FIELD. 


The Fress Association understands that 
Mr. E. A. C. Topham, Handicapper and 
Clerk of the Course at Liverpool, has sub- 
mitted altered conditions for next year’s 
Grand National to the National Hunt Coin: 
mittee for their approval. This is pro. 
kably due to the agi ation which was raised 
last March, when ‘there way a récord field 
of 66 competitors for the race, only nine of 
which safely completed the course. 

Instead of the race being open to all five- 
year-olds and upwards, the new conditions 
will restrict the entry to horses which have 
shown ability in steeplechases, with the ex- 
ception of selling steeplechases, the only 
horses eligible to enter being those placed by 
the judge in the first four in any steeple- 
chase of three miles or over worth 200 sovs. 
to the winner, or in a steeplechase of any 
distance at Liverpool, or winners of any 
steeplechase of any distance worth 500 sovs. 
or more, selling races being excepted in all 
CASS. 

Then, again, the initial entrance fee is to 
be raised from 5 sovs. to 10 sovs. This 
additional 5 sovs. does not exactly represent 
an increase in subscription, as, instead of 
the additional “extra ” for starters, after 
the preliminary forfeits have been paid, bein 
20 sovs., it is proposed to reduce it to 8 
sovs. The prize money for the placed horses 
has been increased by 250 sovs., the 
sovs. for the second being 100 sovs. more 
than last year, the 500 sovs. for the third 
being a 100 sovs. increase, and the 200 sovs. 
for the fourth being 50 sovs. more than last 
rear. 

HE REVISED CONDITIONS. 

The complete proposed new conditions are 
as follows :— 


“The Grand National Steeplechase (Han- 
dicap of 10 sovs. each, 50 sovs. extra if left 
jn aiter January 28th, an additional 25 sovs. 
if left in after March 11th, and 18 sovs. 
extra for starters, with 5.000 sovs., including 
a trophy, value 150 sovs., added: for five 
years old and upwards, second to receive 800 
SOvs., third 600 sovs., and the fourth 200 
KOVS, For horses that have been placed 
first, second, third, or fourth, by the judge, 
in steeplechases of three miles and upwards, 
value 200 govs. to the winner, or in steeple- 
chases of any distance at Liverpool, or win- 
ners of any steeplachase, value 500 sova 
Selling races in every case excepted. Weights 
published danuary 25ri at noon. The 
highest weight not more than 12-7, and the 
lowest weight not less than 10st. Grand 


_ The criticism which has arisen against the 
increased size of the Grand National fields 
has become very strong owing to the swollen 
proportions of the number of competitors in 
recent vears. In the last ten years there 
have been 357 runners in the “National,” 
and only 67 of them have completed the 
course. It is generally realised that a race 
of the calibre of the Grand National is much 
too ig Soma to be allowed to degenerate 
into a farce or a tragedy, and although there 
is a diversity of opinion as to how matters 
can best be rectified, it is practically unani- 
mously admitted that something should be 
done. 

DIFFERENT VIEWS. 

There are those who favour the idea that 
the race schould be transformed from a han- 
dicap to a weight-for-age race; others con- 
sider that it should he made a double handi- 
cap, and that it should be run in two 
sections on different days, those in the upper 
part of the handicap contesting a raco 
known as the ‘‘ Grand National,” whilst the 
lower section would be restricted to the 
Grand National, second class. There are 
others who suggest that as this is the 
greatest steeplechase in the world at, should 
remain open to all and sundry, whilst others 
consider that most of the trouble in the 
race was caused by faulty jockeyship and 
bad schooling, and that it is for trainers to 
remedy these defects. 

There is one thing to be said for the new 
conditions, and that is that it is very doubt- 
ful, indeed, if they will keep out any really 
genuine Grand National aspirant. Even the 
00 to 1 chance, Tipperary Tim, would have 
been eligible under the new conditions, as 
he had previously finished second in the 
Molyneux "Chase over the Aintree country.

November 4th.—Met at Kilpeacon House. 
Kilpeacon was blank, but Bal! "Ea held. 
The fox, beseuing away towards Kilpeacon, 
turning short, rig t-handed, ran on by Rock- 
field, and bearing to his left went by Kil- 
peacon House towards Ballycahane, markin 
to ground in a shore by the Crecora an 
Ballyeahane road. Ballycahane bog held. 
The bitches ran with a good cry twice round 
the bog before going away towards Bally- 
regan, short of which hounds marked to 
round. The Doon failed, but Friarstown 
eld at least one and a half brace. The 
selected was hunted out the Cahernarry side, 
but unfortunately slipped to ground two fields 
away. Hounds were taken back to covert, 
and went away with a fresh fox over the bog 
and on through Kilpeacon covers by the 
house, turning right-handed, and was hunted 
on back to Friarstown. where he disappeared. 

November 6th.—Meeting at Askeaton, 
hounds jogged off to draw Ballystein, which 
held a brace. One was hunted for some tame 
before hounds marked to ground by the bog. 
A fox was soon away from Shire’s Gorse. 
Three couples of hounds ran very close to 
him, and were no sooner out of covert when 
the second fox broke behind them, with the 
body of the pack hunting him. After a few 
fields hounds got together and hunted at & 
good pace over the big drain to Castletown, 
running @ circle round the demesne, all but 
catching their fox by the demesne wall. 
Hounds ran on by Newtown to Milltown and 
back again on the big drain to Castletown, 
marking to ground by the brook. Another 
fox was found in the laurels, and after half 
an hour’s hunting was marked to ground in 
a wet drain. 

November 9th.—Hounds met at Rath. 
fredagh. Ballinakill held a brace, hounds 
hunting one away as far as the road, where 
unfortunately he was headed, which caused 
a long check before the line was recovered, 
and hounds hunted slowly on to Rathfredagh, 
where scent fizzled out. Knockderry held 
a fox which took a good line of country 
(which emptied a few saddles, and made a 
left-handed circle as far as Ballvallinan back 
to Knockaderry, where, hounds failing to get 
him away the second time, he was left for 
another day. This was quite a sharp hunt 
for twenty-five minutes. 

Ballingarry held, and after some time a fox 
left as if for Knockaderry. However. being 
headed, he turned south down the hill as if 
for the bottoms, but, again being headed. 
turned left-handed up the hill, and without 
dwelling made of as if for Mount Brown. 
Crossing the Duxtown read, hounds ran 
sharply as far as the lane. Checking here 
they picked up the line where the fox had 
madh back on his tracks, and hunted him 
at a nice pace into the west side of the hill, 
where, scent and light failing, he was left.

FRENCH HISTORY.

Six successive times human foresight 
is at fault. R Ever. since monarchies 
have existed, the taw declares: ‘The eldest 
son of the King shall always reign,’ and now, 
for one hundred and forty years, the fact 
‘The eldest son of the King never 
reigns. Does it not seem that it is a law 
which is revealed—and is revealed, in the 
inexplicable order of human occurrences, 
with a persistence and ua which up to 
the present had only been associated with

THE POOR RELIEF (DUBLIN) 


| BILL, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn.—I have been directed by the Council 
of the Dublin Chamber of Commerce to 
request you to draw the attention of the rate- 
payers of Dublin City to the serious burden 
which will be put upon them by the Poor 
Relief (Dublin) Bill, 1929, as shown by the 
following figures quoted by Dr. W. C. Dwyer 
when addressing this Chamber :—‘‘ By the 
sdmission as eligible of able-bodied persons 
with dependent children (single persons or 
married persons without children excluded) 
$000 additional cases would be put on the 
putdoor relief list, and the cost would be 
from £200,000 to £250,000 per annum. This 
pstimate is based on the present scale of cut- 
joor relief and assumes a strict administra- 
hon and the granting of relief in kind .to 
1 classes. If this expenditure were a 
onion-at-large charge, it would be about 
2s. 6d. to = in the £ extra rate, and. if a 

charge on the city only, it would be 3s. 6d. 
to 4s. 6d. in the £ extra city rate. In addi- 
lion, any expenditure incurred and not pro- 
vided for in any year must be paid for in the 
following year—that is, if this relief were 
gianted from the lst October in 1929, the 
extra rate next vear would be, if a union-at- 
large charge, about 3s. 9d. to 4s. 6d. in the 
£. and, if a city charge only, an extra 5s. ód. 
fo 6s. Sd. in the £ on the city rate. If 
persons other than persons with dependent 
children are, however. also included as 
eligible. then the cost will be proportionately 
greater,”’ ! 

The above bill before the Dail, which 
reaches the Committee stage on Wednesday 
next, sub-divides the Dublin Union, and Dr. 
Dwyer stated that, if such sub-division 1s 
made, the increase in the city rates will be 
about 124 per cent. more than if the entire 
cost were a union charge. This means an 
increase of 5s. on the rates next year. 

The Council of the Dublin Chamber is of 
opinion that the ratepayers of Dublin City 
should not be required to relieve the un- 
employed from all parts of the country. and 
that the only equitable solution would be for 
every county to bear the burden of any Pcor 
Law charges in connection with its own 
nationals. Immediate action is necessary if 
the ¢ity is not to be burdened with this 
crushing addition to its local taxation.—

YORKSHIRE SPRINGS 
A SURPRISE. 


Mh. SMITH’S ACTION 
ENDORSED. 
a mas 
The Yorkshire Miners’ Association met 


at Barnsley yesterday under the presidency o! 


Mr. Herbert Smith, and endorsed the action 
of Mr. Smith in leaving the Delegate Con- 
ference of the Miners’ kederation in London 
last week, following a difference of opinion 
regarding the Government’s proposals. — 

, the meeting, which was adjourned until 
Saturday, is of vital importance to the 
Kedetation, as the decisions made may mean 
the loss of the powerful Yorkshire Associa- 


tion as a member of the Federation, Mr. 
Smith is President of the Federation. 
ln a statement made after consultation 


with Mr. Smith, Mr, Joseph Jones, Genera! 
Secretary of the Association, who is also a 
member of the Miners’ Federation Execu- 
tive, said that a full report of the consulta- 
tions with the Cabinet Sub-Committee and 
the proceedings at the Miners’ Federation 
Conference in London was submitted to the 
delegates. 

It was decided, he said, to adjourn the 
meeting until Saturday to give the delegates 
an opportunity of consulting the members 
at branch meetings. 

TO-DAY’S INTERVIEW. 

Asked whether Mr. Herbert Smith or the 
other Yorkshire representatives would at. 
tend the meeting of the Federation Execu- 
tive and the interview with the Cabinet 
Coal Committee in London to-day, Mr. Jones 
said—‘‘ All that we can say is that from the 
discussion it is clear that the delegates en- 
dorsed the attitude of the President, and 
until the members have been consulted, | 
think it is highly improbable that any of the 
Yorkshire representatives will attend any of 
the meetings in London to-morrow.” 

Mr. Jones added—‘‘ It is most improbable 
that the Yorkshire representatives will take 
part in any further negotiations until after 
the adjourned meeting of the Yorkshire 
Association on Saturday. A full report of 
to-day’s proceedings will be given at the 


branch meetings, and the delegates will re. 
turn to Saturday’s meeting with instructions 


from the branches. '' 

Mr. Herbert Smith, when approached for 
a statement of his position in regard to the 
Miners’ Federation Presidency, declined to 
add anything to the report given by Mr. 
Jones, which he said had heen agreed upon. 

CRISIS REMAINS. 

Although the Yorkshire  -“-re' Association 
has adjourned its decision until Saturday, 
the crisis within the Miners’ Federation re- 
mains. It is obvious from the statement of 
Mr. Joseph Jones that Mr. Herbert Smith 
will not be in London to-day to take part in 
the resumed negotiations with the Cabinet 
Coal Committee, and that the Yorkshire 
members—Messrs, Jones and A. Smith—will 
be absent from the Executive meeting to 
precede the interview, 

The miners’ representatives will be led in 
the interval by Mr. Thomas Richards, the 
Vice-President, whois an old and skilful 
negotiator, and is esteemed throughout the 
coalfields. The Federation’s position will, 
however, be seriously complicated by the 
attitude of Yorkshire when it again meets 
the Cabinet Committee. It can, of course, 
be said quite accurately, as stated by Mr. 
Cook, the Federation Secretary, that the 
Yorkshire district has not yet severed its 
connection with the Federation and that Mr. 
Smith has not resigned the Presidency, but 
if the decision at the adjourned meeting at 
Barnsley on Saturday is contrary to the 
policy adopted by the Federation both events 
may follow. 

YORKSHIRE'S CASE. 

Yorkshire's objection is to the Executive 
making a recommendation to the National 
Conference, and to the Conference sending 
the Government's proposals to the districts 
with a recommendation in favour of accept- 
ance of the general principles.

Mr. Smith’s temporary retirement from *he 
Federation proceedings at what is regarded 
as a highly critical stage has created con- 
siderable anxietv within the Federatian, and 
the comment has been made that the Presi- 
dent has been regarded as an impartial and 
neutral o@icer. Mr. Smith’s allegiance to 
the . Yorkshire miners has, however, always 
been strong. It will still be open to York- 
shire to remain within the Federation, and 
vote against the proposals if it desires to do 
so, in spite of the recommendation of the 
Conference, but if the adjourned delegate 
conference of the Miners’ Federation on No- 
vember 20 decides by a majority to accept 
the proposals, Yorkshire and other districts 
in the Federation who might be in the 
minority would be expected, in accordance 
with the Federation procedure, to fall in with 
the majority and operate what would then 
become Federation policy. 

The statement of Mr. Jones that the York- 
shire delegates at yesterday's meeting en- 
dorsed the attitude taken up by the Presi- 
dent is not regarded as reassuring from the

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MONEY-LENDING BILLS. 


THE QUESTION OF 


ADVERTISING. 

The Moneylenders’ Advertisements Till, 
which was read a first time in the Dail last 
week, is sponsored by Major Bryan Cooper 
and Mr, P. 8. Doyle, both of the Govern- 
ment party. The bill provides that it shall 
be unlawful for monevlenders to issue cir- 
culars, and that advertisements must contain 
only the moneylender’s address, telephone 
number, and a statement that he lends money 
up to a certain amount, with or without 
security. The date on which a moneylender’s 
business was first established may also be 
stated in the advertisement. 

Personal canvassing of prospective clients 
wrohibited under the bill, and documents 
shall express the interest proposed to le 
charged in terms of rate per cent per annum. 

Contravention of the provisions of the Act 
will render the offender liable to imprison- 
ment for three months or a fine not exceed- 
ing £1007 or to beth imprisonment and fine. 

Where it is shown that a monevlending 
Lransaclion was carried out in contravention 
of the hill, the transaction shall be illegal,

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NEEDS OF AN INDUSTRIAL 
POPULATION. 
From a ComResPONDENT 

The letter from the Bishops of Meath and 
Cashel drawing attention to a public meet- 
ing, to be held in the Gregg Memorial Hall, 
Dublin, to inaugurate a mission in Bally- 
macarrett on the lines of the T.C.D. Mission 
in St. Mary s Parish, Belfast, follows upon a 
series of facts set out in the recent Statement 
and Appeal issued by the Southern Mission 
Committee. 

The Parish of Ballymacarrett, situated in 
selfast, on the County Down side of the 
River Lagan, contains within its bounds a 
larger industrial Church of Ireland popula- 
tion than any other parish in Ireland. Its 
present Church population, according to the 
report of the Belfast Church Commission on 
the Condition and Needs of the Chureh in 
Belfast, presented to the Diocesan Synod of 
Down and Connor and Dromore on October 
29th, 1929, is 17,000. It« clerical staff is 
three. The Bishop of Down is most anxious 
that a Ballymacarrett Mission should be 
founded, and the scheme outlined after con 
sultation between the Bishop, the Vicar of 
Ballymacarrett and the Southern Mission 
Commitiee has the approval of the Primate. 

The district of Ballymacarrett was de- 
tached in 1827 from the Parish of Knock- 
breda and became a separate parochial dis- 
trict. The church built meet the needs 
of the parochial district was called Christ's 
Church, the name being changed afterwards 
to St. Patrick's. In 1860 it was enlarged to 
double its original size. 
to the present church, with seating accom- 
modation for 1,800, which was consécrated in 
1893 by Dr. Alexander, then Bishop of Derry.

-There is in Dublin to-day a-character who 
might have ste out from the pages of 
any magazine of adventure stories in the 
person of “Captain Jack”’.Toner. He is a 
typical example of that great company of 
Irishmen, affected by the wanderitst at an 
early age, who roam réstlessly over the seas 
and countries of the world until they die, 

Born in Blackhill, County Tyrone, in 
1867, he commenced .to .work in a flax 
spinning factory at a very early age, and 
iarried” when only eighteep. His wife died 
soon after, and Mr, Toner. commenced his 
adventurous career, undramatically by going 
to sea in one of Messrs. Palgravé and 
Murphy’s coasting steamers, ‘‘ Blue water ” 
voyages to Sydney, Melbourne, Capetown, 
and Valparaiso followed. Hé served ín 
cable-laying ships as deck engineer. A .Ger- 
man baker’s* widow inthe Port: of Hamburg 
became enarmoured of the young Irish ship’s 
carpenter, and offered him heir hand and the 
thriying bakery’ business of her late husband; 
Mr. Toner was arery tempted, but’ the 
lady’s age ti the scale against. matri- 
mrt aa pees iled off to join the Irish 


Brigade fighting for the Boers in South 
Africa, ' : 

When he arrived in South Africa , he 
learned that bis son, whom. he had 
left in Ireland, had. joined the British. 
Army at the age of twelve as a 
bugler. Chastened by this information, he 


renounced his . military ambitions. and re- 
turned to his voyaging. A fracas with the 
Spanish mate of an. American vessel,’ in 
which he -nearly lost his life, suggested a 
change of occupation. He *‘swallowed the 
anchor ’’ and took service with the Americans 
engaged on the excavation of the. Panama 
Canal. Here an attack of Chagres River 
fever and ague nearly put an end to his wan- 
derings. He was invalided to San Francisco, 
then principally a mass of rubble and shat- 
tered masonry, after the 1906 earthquake. 

In 1907 he was sufficiently recovered to be 
prospecting for gold in Alaska and about the 
shores of the Behring Sea. He suffered creat 
hardships from hunger and the intense cold, 
but found very little gold. With the experi- 
ence gained he turned fur trapper, and spent 
mauy strenuous years on snow shoes with 
rifle and dog team in pursuit of beaver, mink 
and other fur-bearing animals of the North. 


A PRIMITIVE RESTAURANT. . 

In 1916 Mr. Toner decided that there were 
easier ways of making a living than by trap- 
ping animals in the Arctic, and turned his 
attention to the restaurant business. He 
provided himself with an axe, a hammer, 
some cooking pots and a sheet-iron stove, and 
betook himself to Cow Bay, in Prince 
Rupert’s Land. Here he constructed a sort 
of floating Noah’s Ark with his own hands, 
and catered for a clientele of trappers and 
fishermen, i 

This ark and its owner are thus described in 
Mr. Lowell Thomas's book, “The First World 
Flight’ :— 

Pan old fisherman named John Toner used 
to row us back and forth from the shore to 
our "planes out at Seal Cove, John's home 


was a floating shack—a sort of 
Arctic Noah’s Ark, inhabited by 
dogs, fish, clams and crabs, and a 


rendezvous for all John’s fishermen cronies. 
Occasionally, we would duck into John’s 
shack to dry our Ea and get: warm, and 
we would sit around his sheet-iron stove 
listening to him spinning yarns, while we 
devoured the crabs and crackers. and hot 
coffee that he prepared for us. The last day 
we were there Joba had us sign our names in 
bold scrawl on his front door, then proudly 
had the door photographed and varnished in 
order to preserve our autographs as a 
souvenir.” a 

The truth of the tag, “ Never a law of God 
or man runs North of Fifty-Three,” is borne 
out by the sequel; for the book goes on to say 
that “‘ John's. neighbours were. enyious, and 
when he went fishing one day he returned to 
find that someone had stolen his front door.” 

The ‘planes to which the writer refers 
are the Seattle, Chicago, Boston, and New 
Orleaus, which flew round the world in 1924. 
They spent some time in Prince Rupert's Land 
waiting to take off on the second “ hop 
of their journey, and “ Captain Jack ” looked 
after the men, and furnished a guard for the 
taachines. He has since performed similar 
services for Canadian machines on patrol for 
forest fires and fish poaabers,' and possesses 
letters from tiie Canadian and American War 
Departments according him various privileges 
in return. He has organised the Aleutian 
Indians to keep a look-out for lost ‘planes in 
those regions. 

Mr. Toner has been back in Ireland visiting 
his birthplace, and is now setting out on his 
wanderings again. At the age of sixty-two, 
like Ulysses, he “ cannot rest from travel.”’ 
When asked where his next objective was he 
could not say. He was going to visit his son 
--the bugler of other days—who is now an 
actor in England. After that he might re- 
turn to Alaska or drop in to see some kins- 
men in Kentucky. It was all on the knees of 
the. gods,

LETTER FROM SUPPOSED 
“ MISSING ” SON. 


The Armistice Day greeting of Mrs. 
Newlove, of Hull, whose son, Private W. H, 
Newlove, was reported missing in the war in 
1916, was a letter from Miskole, Hungary, 
signed “ Bill.” 

Twelve months ago a report reached Hull 
that a man believed to be a British soldier 
had been admitted to hospital at Rotterdam 
suffering from loss of memory, and Mrs. 
Newlove believed that the photograph of him 
was that of her missing son. 

The mystery of the identity of the man 
was never clearly solved, and Mrs. Newlove 
clings to the kelief that the man is her son. 
She has been unable to pay a personal visit 
to the hospital, but she has been in cor- 
respondence with the authorities. 

The setter from Miskole says:—‘‘I think 
it wnnecessary for you to spend so much 
money to come over here, as I am intending 
to come over to England. 1 have no one 
here, and am longing for your love. I will 
willingly return to you as soon as I get the

AN AMERICAN’S VIEW, 


The view that the ‘‘slump’’ on Wall 
street is the natural result of over-specula- 
tion that has been gathering way since Mr. 
Coolidge was shasta President a little over 
four years ago was expressed in an inter- 
view by an American visitor to Dublin who 
has had no small experience of the New 
York Stock market. In the course of his 
conversation with an /rish Times. representa- 
tive he reviewed the position in the market, 
during that period, and discussed at length 
the collapse in prices that has shaken Wall 
street. in the last few days, 

When Mr. Coolidge was elected, he said, 
a vety great confidence was established in 
the public mind in regard to the future of 
big business in the country under the Re- 
publican’ Party. This, rightly “or wrongly, 
was considered to be fostered more by the 
Republican than by the Democratic Party. 
In addition to that feeling in the country, 
there was an undoubted era of prosperity in 
business and a good deal of expansion, es- 
pecially in pubiic utilities and electrictl busi- 
ness, and a very good trade in the steel 
business. | 

THE “BULL” MARKET. 

“The result was that we had favourable 
conditions for a “bull” market, and that 
‘bull’ «market has continued, more or less, 
until now. Small investors and speculators 
who at first were somewhat shy of the mar- 
ket commenced to buy stecks on a margin 
and made profits. The.‘ bull’ market con- 
tinued, and they frequently went in again, 
and stil made profits.” 

‘People of all classes of life who had never 
reviously dabbled “in shares at all now were 
ound devoting most of their resources to 
buying stocks and to speculation. This. of 
course, caused a demand for stocks, and in 
itself put them up, in many cases muen 
above their intrinsic value; but, apparently, 
there were always higher prices to be got 
and profits to be made. 

" CALL MONEY RATES. 

Many of the: institutions, insurance eom- 
anies, etc.. which were in the habit of 
ending 6h first-class real estate mortgages, 
found a much more. profitable outlet for 
their spare funds in Wall street, where 
money lent by them on call produced 8, 10. 
12, and as high as 20 per cent. In fact, 
rea] estate brokers have suffered very largely 
through the diversion of interest from what 
they considered legitimate real property in- 
vestments to the Stock market. 

One bicker told our informant that in past 
years he had a circle of customers in the 
cloak and suit trade who at the end of every 
season were prepared to invest their surplus 
funds in property under his guidance, and 
had done so for years. Last season when he 
approached these men he found them quite 
unable to talk of anything except stocks and 
shares. They had no money to invest in real 
estate, and would scarcely listen to what he 
had to say. 

Another man, a book-keeper, had made a 
profit of $2,000 on a capital of $600, sold out 
end realised this profit, and in a very short 
time went into the market again on a scime- 
what larger seale.. “ It is possible,” said the 
visitor, “that by now, unless he got out in 
time, he has Jest all he made, and possibly 
more. 

BANK COMMISSION’S WARNINGS. 

For many months, he went on, the Federal 
teseive Bank Commission has tried to dis- 
coumage this orgy of speculation by threats to 
raise the re-discount rate against their 
rember banks, and at each threat there was 
a recession in the market and a fall in 
prices; but in a short time the combined 
cyptimism and consequent purchase by the 
public itself over-ruled these fears, and by 
putting prices up again actually appeared to 
disprove the fears of the authorities. The 
Federal Commission did finally raise the rate, 
which caused a temporary halt, but even then 
was over-ruled by the combined purchases of 
the public hoping for a rise, and by those 
very purchases actually causing it. 

“What was the real cause of the coliapse 
which the market has just gone through? 
It is hard to say. A general loss of con- 
fidence in the higher prices evidently induced 
a large proportion of the public to realise 
their profits, Directly that this was done, of 
course, the market fell. Others rushed in in 
turn to sell and save some of their paper 
rrofits, with the result that the merket 
became further depressed, and, as ‘ stop-loss’ 
orders were on the downward scale, the 
bottom fell out of the market and out of 
public’ confidence as well. 


The banks and the more prozinent 
financiers have endeavoured to stem the 
disaster by discreet purchases, and will 


probably continue to do so, as, if the ‘slump’ 
continued very long, the entire financial 
structure of the country would be threatened. 
it 1s quite possible that the public may 
recover its courage and go into the market 
again at the lower prices established, but it 
is unlikely and undesirable that the price list 
should reach the high levels of recent months, 
when many of even the gilt-edged stocks 


were put up to prices much beyond their 


real value.”’

IMPRISONMENT FOR 
JOY-RIDING. 


LEGISLATIVE PROPOSALS IN 
ENGLAND, 


Yesterday the text was issued of a private 
member’s bill which Sir Gervais Rentou! has 
resented for consideration by the British 
Parliament, the object being to make “‘ joy- 
riding’’ in ‘‘ borrowed ’’ motor cars a 
punishable offence. The bill has the support 
of representatives of all three parties. Past 
Thursday a bill with a similar object was 
introduced by Mr. J, R. Clynes, the Home 
Secretary. 

The first clause of the Rentoul Bill would 
make it an offence for a person to use a 
vehicle unless the act was committed in the 
a of and with the consent of a person 
awfully m charge or lawfully in control of 
such vehicle, or that there was reasonable 
excuse for such an act. The second clause 
bars proceedings under the Act by wife 
against husband and husband against wife. 

Every aider or abettor shall be liable to be 
dealt with as a principal offender, and power 
to arrest without a warrant is given. 

The penalties proposed are:—On summary 
couviction, .a term of imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding six months, or a fine not exceeding 
£200, or both; and, on conviction on indict- 
ment, to imprisonment not exceeding two 
years, or a fine not exceeding £200, or both. 
The court may order that the whole or any 
part of such fine be paid to the owner of 
the vehicle, or to the person or persons 
having a legal interest in the vehicle—this 
phrase including any person or persons liable 
at the time of the offence to indemnify any 
persons in respect of damage 
to the vehicle, | 

The payment of a fine shall not constitute 
a bar to civil proceedings. 

Any person convicted of an offence under 
these provisions shall be disqualified for hold- 
ing a driving licence for a period of not less 
than three years, unless the court for good 
reason holds otherwise.

MONUMENT. 


REPOINTING THE TOP 
SECTION. 
—— 


For two or three weeks past those whose 
business took them to the neighbourhood of 
Phenix Park have been interested in the 
activities of tiny black figures moving about 
on the top of the Wellington Monument, or 
clinging like flies to its sides. The top 
section of the monument is being re-pointed 
with cement by the famous steeplejack firm 
of Larkins, =< é specialise in the care of 
such lofty columns and towers as that of 
Nelson in Trafalgar square and the Clock 
Tower at Westminster, The cost of repairs 
to the monument in the Park is being borne 
by the Free State Government, and is under 


The steeplejacks state that the Wellington 
Monument is the highest in the British Isles. 
About its actual height there appears to be 
considerable controversy. The Ordnance 
Survey maps give the height as 289 feet, but 
this is probably measured from the summit 
to sea “Ar The various guide books to 
Dublin say 150 feet. The steeplejacks, how- 
ever, are quite positive that the height is 
between 210 and 212 feet. 

TOOK 44 YEARS TO BUILD.. 

The monument was erected by public sub- 
scription to the design of Mr. HR. Smirke, 
R.A. Il took 44 years to build—from 1817 
until 1861. Round the base are bronze 
plaques, cast from captured cannon, by 
different. Irish artists. One plaque represents 
Wellington’s Indian campaigns,-a secon 
Waterloo: The third plaqne is of peculiar 
interest in connection with the Catholic 
Emancipation celebrations in the Park this 
vear. It depicts Wellington, then Prime 
Minister Lending the Catholic Emancipation 
Act to Erin, a symbolic female figure with 
harp and wolf dog, whie Britanma, with 
trident, offers him a laurel wreath. Beside 
Britannia appears the extreme tail of some 
mvthical sea monster, but as that is the only 
portion “visible, the nature of the beast is 
vague. The sides of the monument are 
studded at intervals from summit to base 
with the names of Wellington’s battles in 
brass letters. 

TESTING THE LIGHTNING CONDUCTOR. 

When our representative visited the monu- 
ment he discovered the lightning conductor 
being tested. Mr. Larkin went aloft with, a 
coil of insulated wire over his shoulder, only 
pausing for a brief rest half way up, There 


the cable was streaming out in a great curve. 
Scrambling confidently onto the sloping suni- 
mit of the huge obelisk, Mr. Larkin fastened 
the wire to the lightning rod. An exchange 
ot faint shouts with the group of men on the 
ground far below followed. Then the wire 
was also attached to the broad copper strip at 
the base. A small shining machine was coa- 
nected up, a handle given a few brisk turns, 
und 500 volts passed through the conductor, 
which was found to be in perfect condition. 
Our representative was informed that men 
working high up on the monument can feel 
the whole mass of masonry vibrating when 
trains rush through the tunnel which passes 
almost under the base. This is the second 
tre that this firm has repaired this monu- 
ment, the last some twenty vears ago.

SUGGESTIONS OF A SENATOB. 


At a meeting of Craobh na Feinne, held 

in Wynn's Hotel, Abbey street, Dublin, 
Cormac Breathnach presiding, Mr. J. 
Connolly, a member of the Free State Senate, 
read a paper on the subject of unemploy- 
ment. 
Mr. Connolly. in the course of his paper, 
said that the proposals of Fainne Fail on 
wheat contro] were well known, and sooner 
or later these must be adopted if any for- 
ward policy on tillage was to be achieved. 
Our imports of wheat and wheaten flour 
amounted to a little over five and a half 
million pounds in 1928, and surely herein 
liv an opportunity for the development of 
one branch of tillage, with a correspending 
assimilation of a percentage of our unem- 
ployed, not only in its cultivation, but in 
the resuliant milling of the grain. 

In the problem of agricultural develop 
ment they must have a complete change of 
policy, and he would analyse the changes 
as follow:—An estimate of national necessi- 
ties based on the country being forced to 
supply her own needs and maintain reserves ; 
a survey of the agricultural possibilities of 
the country, with a view to the most sult- 
able area developments; control of agri. 
cultural imports and exports; direction of 
marketing, so that control could be exercised 
over the middlemen; and conditional hold- 
ing of land, subject to direction of national 
control. 

Turning his attention to the manufacturing 
industries, he said that, situated, as we are, 
in our comparatively undeveloped state, 
tariffs, and high tariffs, would be essential 
in Ireland. While on this point he felt 
that, where a tariff was imposed, great care 
must be exercised to prevent profiteering. 

AN ECONOMIC MINISTRY, 

He ventured to suggest that a system of 
district or area councils should be organised 
under the direction or control of the Govern- 
mental Department of Trade, or, should such 
an institution be set up, the Economic Minis- 
try. In all their efforts to build up industry 
in Ireland their survey should examine right 
back to the raw material, and see how near 
they could get to the production. 

Mr. Connolly went on to deal with the 
question of finance credit, and referred to a 
scheme which, he said, he had suggested to 
the leader of their movement some years 
ago, whereby a tax on exported capital 
would be imposed. His argument was that, 
even in their present state, they were using 
only about one-fourth of ther Actual 
resources in this country and allowing their 
bankers to grow unwieldy in their pros- 
perity, while the country was disappearing. 

He felt that the essential steps towards 
industrial progress and the provision of 
employment were :— 

Economic control of trade and commerce; 

A national survey of the country’s needs; 

Adequate protective tariffs or prohibition; 

Prices of all protected commodities and 
necessaries to be subject to control; 

Elimination of unemployment benefit, and 
the provision of employment by the State; 

Establishment of Area Survey Councils; 

Widespread CGoverninental enterprises in 
agriculture, minerals, and industry; 

Licensing of foreign companies operating 
in the State; 

Developinent of requisite technical train- 
ing; and 

Control of the country’s financial resources 
and an adjusiment of the banking and credit 
system.

MR. GALSWORTHY'S NEW 
PLAY 


“The Roof,” a new play by Mr. Gals- 
worthy, produced at the Vaudeville Theatre, 
London, had its excellent moments, but, 
in the mind of the spectator, everything 
seemed a little unreal, because it is not in 
human nature to stand and argue when the 
house is burning about your ears. 

The story is of a fire just befure mid- 
night in a small hotel in Paris, and in six 
scenes, taken as concurrent, the behaviour 
and reactions of different groups of peoole 
and characters in an emergency are de- 
picted. _ In one room some young Englist- 
men continue to clamour for more drink, 
though already intoxicated; in another vwo 
young girls think the fire great fun; 


a married couple argue amusingly 
about many matters; a runaway 
couple take an intimate meal together, 


and a distinguished man of letters lies dying. 
Warned that their. escape by the staircase 
is cut off, and that they must fly to the 
roof, all these people stay to talk in a cool, 
collected manner, to exchange banal compli- 
ments about bravery, or to indulge in broad 
humour before they leave their rooms. All 
the characters meet on the roof, and here 
Mr. Galsworthy is fine, for he lets each per- 
son reveal a real character for a or evil 
before thev are ultimately rescued. The act- 
ing was splendid. Mr. J. H. Roberts, as the 
invalid who dies in the excitement, being 
extraordinarily impressive, while as an old 
French waiter Mr. Horace Hod gave a 
Wa sketch. Others worthy of note were 
ir, Eric Maturin, Mr. Frank Lawton,.
